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Council questions 
the value of light 
rail without Naval 
Base connection

In five to eight years area 
commuters may iiavc access to rail 
transportation between Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach if communities in 
the Tidewater Transportation 
District Commission agree to spend 
$376.5 million on a light rail 
system. 

But some city council members 
question whether the initial project 
proposed by the District 
Commission (TTDC) would be 
enough. 

The Norfolk-Virginia Beach 
Corridor Major Investment Study 
(MIS) has based its study on a rail 
connection that would extend from 
downtown Norfolk to the Pavilion 
in Virginia Beach, most along the 
Norfolk-Southern right of way. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones, 
during a presentation of the study, 
said that he was concerned that "we 
may be making this project too 
small for fear of the total cost." He 
said that an additional extension to 
the Naval Base would be more 
beneficial to the Beach, and would 
create more revenue that could help 
subsidize other portions of the 
project. 

When Virginia Beach City 
Council last considered (in 1991) 



and last turned down the project, 
one of the objections had been that 
a Naval Base connection would be 
more practical because of the low 
ridcrship on the rest of the line. 

Councilman Robert K. Dean also 
wanted to know the cost of a spur 
to Old Dominion University and 
the Naval Base. 

Dennis Probst, vice president of 
NRW Inc., consultants for the 
TTDC, said the cost would be in 
the range of $200 million. The 
Norfolk-Virginia Beach line has an 
advantage in that the right-of-way is 
available. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said he realized "you have to 
start somewhere," but for the light 
rail system to be successful it has 
to go to the Naval Base. He said 
that transportation from the 
Kempsville area to the Naval Base 
is needed. 

Probst said that studies have been 
done connecting the line to the 
Naval Base, but the cost will be 
higher. If money is not an issue, he 
said, building to the Naval Base 
would do most for the community. 
Also, he said, the Naval Base 
extension does not have to wait 
until the initial rail line is

Beach considers going 
ahead with hurricane 
protection project, even 
with no federal funds

The failure of Congress to 
appropriate its share of the Beach 
Erosion Control and Hurricane 
Protection Project may force the 
city to go it alone with a scaled- 
down version of the $102.8 million 
project. 

Carl A. Thoren, beach 
management engineer, advised city 
council at a work session Tuesday 
that prospects of getting the federal 
appropriation would improve if the 
city advanced the full amount 
required to construct the first phase 
of the project from Rudee Inlet to 
8th Street 

Thoren agreed that it would be a 
gamble but if the city advanced 100 
pocent of the first year funding, and 
Congress never comes through with 
funds, the city has enough money 
already budgeted ($36.5 million) to 
pay for a lesser jx^oject which would 
include a new seawall and new 
boardwalk to 40ih Street. It would 
not include pump drainage. 

The complete project calls for the 
construction of a seawall from 
Rudee Inlet to 58th Street, a new 
28-foot wide boardwalk from Rudee 
Inlet to 40th Street, a continuous 
dune from 58lh Street to 89th 
Street, an improved beach berm 
with an average beach width of 280 
ftcL from Rudee Inlet to 89th Street 

and a rerouting of storm water 
(fraiiu^ from across the beach. 

If the city went ahead with the 
first phase from Rudee Inlet to 8th 
Street, construction could start as 
schM^led in the £all of this year. 

Council is expected to make a 
decision at next Tuesday's council 
meeting. 

If council decides to go ahe^ 
with the proj^t, it will sign the 
Project Cooperation Agreement 
(PCA)with the U.S. Corps of 
Engii^s and pay the Corps $2.8 
million fo' pttot design costs — tbe 
Cbips has spent $7 to $8 million 
on design so far. Also City 
Manager James K. Spore would be 
authorized to advance the full 
amount for the first (rfiase of die 
project 

Tfwren said that if the city got 
the first phase done, the 
government would fiml it har^ to 



resist 

If the city did nothing it would 
not owe the Corps anything and 
would wait for Congress to fund the 
project. But, Thoren said, that 
would kill the project 

Public Works Director Ralph A. 
Smith has reco.Timended that the 
city go ahead with the project if it 
wants to realize the benefits of the 
project with 65 percent federal cost 
participation the initial construction 
as well as the periodic beach 
nourishment for the next 50 years 
or so. 

Thoren said that while drainage 
would be included in a scaled-down 
version of the project the drainage 
would empty across the beach. 

Approximately $10.5 million in 
city funds will be available in the 
CaiMtal Improvement Program on 
July I. That will be sufficient to 
pay for the city's share of the 
planning, engineering and design 
work as well as the entire Hiase I 
construction cost. If Congress later 
appropriates the federal share, the 
city would receive credit for any 
fiinds advanced above its share. 

Thoren said the project would 
include access ramps at every stub 
street with provisions for the 
handicapped, a bike path and 
sidewalk to 8th Street and the 
design will retain die flavor of the 
other be^hfront improvements. In 
addition, Thoren said, the Resort 
Area Advisory Commission has 
plans for permanent rest rooms at 
2iMiStr«!t 

Over the 50-year life of the sand 
replenishment proj«;t the city's 
share will be approximately $96.5 
million. 

Routine operation and 
maintenance costs over the 50 ycjffs 
are esiimataj at $24.3 million, less 
then the estimated cost of 
maintaining the existing b(»udwalk 
ami Hawaii. 

According to the staff report, the 
current administration opposes 
funding shoreline protection 
projects of this nature and 
conscqtently has not incited funds 
in the fxesidsit's fiscal 1997 Inx^ 
submission to QMifiess. The city 
staff is working with the local 
Congressional (telegaticw to have 
the finds ackied to the bu(^

Organizers knew the Relay for 
Life was going to be a success 
even before the first foot was set 
on the trac? at Great Neck Mid- 
dle School, where 3,000 people 
from around Hampton Roads 
gathered Friday night to stamp 
out cancer. 

Their goal was $279,000. By 
closing ceremonies Saturday 
more than $359,000 had been 
raised by volunteers — many of 
them cancer survivors — for the 
American Cancer Association's 
research and education programs. 

"To sum it up, when we started 
out at our opening ceremony we 
were already at our goal. Now 
we're toting in mcmey fast and fu- 
rious," beamed a tiied-but-pleased 
Di Ricks, logistics chairman for 
the 'round-the-clock relay event. 

It's a far cry from the event's 
beginnings four year's ago at the 
SK^ntumu where a few walkers 
gathered in their fight for a cure. 
Since then the event has tum^ 
into a massive ar^ inoject with 
an estimated 170 teams of 15 
people each ctoing their best to 
walk, run, roll, stroll and even 
date around tte track. 

For some the Relay for 
Life was a chttice to give back to 
the community. Others took it 
dexptT to heart, like the dtsens of 
cancer survivors who p^^ed (<x 
a triumphant group picture late 
Saturday. Still others walked U) 
rememtwr lov^ ones lost to the 
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disease. 

"It's hope," said Carolyn Sturgis 
of Portsmouth, a member of the 
Mary view Braves Cancer Support 
Group. "This is about survival, 
miracles, God's blessings. I'm per- 
sonally out here because I had 
cancer. All I can do is help find a 
cure so that others, like my 
daughter, won't have to suffer 
frcHnit" 

"If you come to the opening 
ceremony, that tells you right 
there why people are there: to see 
the survivors take tlwir first lap, 
the luminaries that show how 
many people have known some- 
one with cancer. It's testimony to 
how many people it affects," said 
Ricks. 

While many were attending for 
their first year, others have turned 
the araiual walk-a-thon into a re- 
union of sorts with families and 
teams setting up camp in the cen- 
ter of the track in a small tent 
city. 

Among those marking auMher 
cancer-fr^ year was Betty Bus- 
ciglk), who survived a bout with 
breast cancer and is an American 
Cancer Society volunt^r. Most 
recently ^ was named the First 
Citizen of Virginia Be^h f« ha 
efforts and was one of the original 
retay planners.

1^ ne it's the fulfillment (tf a 
dream that started with our hole 
event at the Boardwalk and we

"It's unbelievable how much 
energy people are putting into this 
battle to save lives," commented 
Colleen Lucas, seniw area direc- 
tor for the society, as she looked 
at the masses circling the tr%k. 

The most special moments, in 
Lucas' eyes, came during the 
qpening ceremony whm sundvors 
take the first lap. A visit by 
Mayw Meycra Obcmd«f, herself 
a caiKcr survivw, was esp^ially 
meaningful.

VTOGDOA REPUBLICAN PRIMARY 

Crossover Voting 

Should Democrats vote in a Republican pri- 
mary? This is a question at issue during these 
final days before the Tuesday Republican pri- 
mary when John Warner, three-term U.S. 
Senator, faces a strong challenge from Jim 
Miller. 

Because Virginians don't register by party, 
any voter can go to the polls for the primary. 
And Warner wants them all — Republicans 
and Democrats — to participate. "Let's get out 
and vote," he says. "Stop to think. A United 
States senator represents all Virginians. Then 
why shouldn't they all have an opportunity to 
vote? It's as simple as that." 

Many Republicans agree. It is simple. They 
say Warner wants Democrats to vote for him 
in the primary out of gratitude for his role in 
the defeat of Senate Republican nominee 
Oliver North in 1994. 

Warner, turning against his party and 
citing "my best judgement and my full 
conscience," persuaded former Attorney 
General Marshall Coleman to enter the race 
as an independent. Democratic Senator 
Charles Robb was re-elected by 56,000 votes 
over North. Coleman drew 235,000 votes. Yes, 
it's simple. John Warner elected Chuck Robb 
in 1994. 

Now Warner wants Democrats to help elect 
him as the Republican nominee for the U.S. 
Senate in 1996. He says he has launched a 
television campaign that will reach across 
party lines to cast the Republican primary as 
a referendum on his honor. He says, "I've got 
to look Virginians straight in the eye and say I 
represent all Virginians." 

Despite Warner's straight-in-the-eye cross- 
over appeal, Sue Wrenn, state Democratic 
chairman, held a news conference to urge 
Democrats to stay away from the June 11 
primary. "It is a Republican primary," she 
said. "Those are the people who should make 
the decision." She suggested that Virginia 
Democrats who are grateful to John Warner 
for electing Robb should send him a thank-you 
note. 

Should Democrats vote for John Warner in 
the Republican primary? Stop to think. Maybe 
a thank-you note would be more honorable. — 
H.B.

On Oc|. 17, the Chesapeake city 
manager, Jim Rein, was dismissed by 
the majority membas of city coun- 
cil, leaving a huge void for his suc- 
cessor to fill. At the time the city was 
fortunate to have an experienced as- 
sistant city manager to save as in- 
terim until the position can be filled. 
Clarence Cuffee took over during 
a very vola- 
tile period 
and worked 
well with 
both the 
Democratic 
and the Re- 
publican fac- 
tions on city 
council, 
which in it- 
self was a 
great feat. 
The various 
city depart- 
ments ap- 
peared to 
have confi- 
dence in his 
ability. 
Consequently, 
the transition was not as difficult as it 
might have been considering the fact 
that Rein was a very popular city 
manager with many city employees 
and other citizens of Chesapeake. 

Cuffee received some experience 
as city manago' when Rein went on 
leave due to the illness of his wife.

The night that Rein was dismissed 
by city council, Cuffee was appointed 
to serve as interim city manago- and 
has served in that edacity to date. 
During that period he has prepared 
and council has passed a $578 mil- 
lion coital budget for die next five 
years, and a $428 million operating 
budget for 1997. The fire department 
has received 20 new positions and 
the police three new positions with 
more expected from other sources 
such as grants. 

Cuffee has initiated a group of "Fo- 
cus Teams" made up of city-wide 
staff members. The teams include 
P*ublic Safety, Quality of Life, Infra- 
structure, Operations, Fiscal andEco- 
nomic strategies. The purpose of the 
teams is to develop innovative 
changes in city operations. 

He has consolidated and reorga- 
nized in ways which will be cost 
saving to the taxi^tyers now and in 
the future. 

Chesapeake is the fastest growing 
city in Virginia. It is one of the safest 
cities in the united States, but we 
could lose much of that if we do not 
have a city manager who is innova- 
tive and has the ability to work with, 
but not pander to city council. In my 
opinicHi, council need not lode any 
further for a full-time city manager.

Just up the river from the Adam 
Tlioroughgood House is a small but 
architecturally important pre- 
Gewgian brick house called 'The 
Weblin House." 

The style of this house was the 
same as the late-medieval farmhouses

settlement of 
Virginia that 
it became 
known as the 
"Virginia 
style."

History 
states that 
C a p t .

grant in 1608 for a tract of land in 
Lynnhaven Parish called Puggett's 
Neck on Little Creek. He died in 
1671 leaving his estate to his four 
daughters. The four sons-in-law filed 
a deed of partition that same year as 
co-heirs. John Weblin, being one of 
the sons-in-law, received 175 acres 
of land as his share of the estate. This 
acreage had a house on it. 

The Weblin House shares with the 
Thoroughgood and Lynnhaven 
houses the distinction of being one of 
the oldest in the county still standing 
and the only one of its type to preserve 
its rural setting. 

This historic house measures 37- 
feet-by-4-inches across the front. The 
front wall is Flemish bond of the blue 
header type, very much like the front 
wall of the Thoroughgood House. 
The gable chimney and rear wall is of 
English bona construction and the 
ndrth gable and chimney are of a later

period. The walls are 16 inches thick. 
The steep gable roof was changed to 
a gambrel roof in the mid-18th 
century. 

There are two rooms downstairs 
with a stairway rising from the back 
of the room to the right to two rooms 
above. Allrooms arenotquite square. 

This h(Mise also has "waiotable" 
bricks (a brick half-round built into 
the exvaka walls to deflect rain from 
the foundation) end was used before 
there were gutters. It is believed to be 
one reason why the house has survived 
so long. It also hes gauged brick flat 
arches, original double kmg sashes 
and formal arrangement of faca(k 
openings.

Under the present paneling is the 
original oyster shell plaster. The 
raftorsareofgum wood with wooden 
pegs and all af the bared mantels are 
antique. 

The Weblin House is privately 
owned and sits on the meandering of 
Little Creek, which has long been 
dammed and now sits at the south end 
of Lake Lawson at 5588 Moore's 
Pond Rd. 

It was first listed in the National 
Register of Historic Places by the 
Etepartment of Interior in 1974 and is 
also listed in the Virginia Landmark 
Register, neither of which requires 
the owner to preserve the prqwrty or 
maintain it in any way.

The fir^ word that Barbara Rockwell uses 
to describe terself is "outgoing." She lives 
up it 

Despite a (kmanding job at Ctesapeake's 
Southeastern Virginia Training Center, 
which teaches life skills to physically- and 
mentally-challenged individuals, she finds 
time to serve on the executive board of the 
Armed Forces YMCA, coordinate the 
military display exhibit at the Pungo 
Strawberry Festival and serve on the 
Neptune Festival Parade Committee. 

After doing all that one might expect to 
find her all pooped out, but not Rockwell. 
She's ready for more, whether working with 
the Virginia Marine Science Museum 
Stranding Team or promoting the Beirut 
Memorial Fund as a Gold-Star Mother. 

"I come from a very community-oriented 
family," said Rockwell, taking a break from 
her duties as director of volunteers as the 
training center. "We have media stars, a 
graphic ans designer, lawyers, authors, 
brokers, travel agents, police force captains. 
We're outgoing people! And we were always 
taught to go out and help in the community, 
not just by being Boy Scouts and Giri 
Scouts. We really got involved in things 
going on, and it leads you through life." 

Raised with a healthy respect for the past 
(Rockwell's father is a noted author and 
Civil War historian), she loves to weave a 
colorful story through the animation of 
words. Combine that with a fascination for 
people and a picture emerges of what drives 
Rockwell: she's a "people person" by all 
standards. 

"My father says that everybody's life is a 
story, that any good author can take any 
person and come up with a wonderful story. 
Everyone is interesring. I take people for 
who they are and enjoy giving talks and 
lectures. It's a good feeling." 

Working closely with the volunteers at the 
Southeastern Virginia Training Center and 
the 200 residents is the perfect challenge. 

"I fell in love with this place from the 
start. I went in for the interview," said 
Rockwell, "and knew within 10 minutes that 
this was what I wanted. They're the kindest 
people in the world who work and live here." 

Rockwell's title is confusing for some, 
who believe she is a fiill-time volunteer, but 
that doesn't faze her. She keeps her eye on 
the overall goal: improving the quality of 
life for residents. 

"I firmly believe that my job is to help 
those who reside here through all the fund- 
raising for campus activities, speaking 
engagements, raffles, selling T-shirts. But 
mostly the speaking engagements help get 
the word out on who we are." 

It calls for a special caring and patience, 
which Rockwell is ready to provide. 

"You also have to be a person who gives. 
And I've never worked with a group of 
people who I've liked so much," she noted. 
"If you come here to work, you're here 
fwever. Youll get hooked." 

A former military spouse. 
Rockwell devotes much of her time to 
armed forces causes. Her most recent project 
was the large military display at the Pungo 
Strawberry Festival, which featured all 
branches of the military and a wide variety 
of vehicles, weapons and equipment. 

"I'm the mom, the Gold Star Mother." 
explained Rockwell, whose oldest son 
Michael was one of the Marines killed in 
lijc 1983 Beirut bombing. "The military is 
good to me. Of course, the Marines have a 
special place in my heart. I think that the 
job they do is not only defending our 
country, but very dangerous. People in the 
community need to know how much the 
military puts back into it" 

The military is one of the things that kept 
her in the area, but there are many other 
attractions as well. 

"I love Hampton Roads!" she declared. 
"Not only is this a wonderful tourist spot 
with our wonderful beaches and great 
waterways, we have several ta^^ya colleges 
within a half hour. How many can say that? 
And we have the largest naval t^se in the 
word to draw pec^le from everywhere." 

One of its main assets is volunteers like 
Rockwell, who lives by an oft-quoted motto 
that's one of her father's favorites: "Change 
the things you can, accept what you can't 
change and always know the difference 
between the two." 

A resident of Kempsville who dreams of 




big, wide open spaces (probably why Pungo 
is one of her favorite haunts), Rockwell 
enjoys writing and dreams of one day 
owning a bed and breakfast inn. 

If it sounds like Rockwell's got her hand in 
a little of everything, that assumption is 
corr^t 

"You just have to love life," she 
explained. "Life is wry precious. Do all you 
can."

A child's interpretation of the 
exotic culture and rich folklore 
of the Indonesian islands comes 
alive June 7 through Sept. 2 at 
the Children's Museum of 
Virginia, 221 High St. in Olde 
Towne Portsmouth. 

"The Giant Who Swallowed 
the Moon," Indonesian 
children's art from Java and 
Bali, focuses on basic themes 
— city and rural home life, 
school, crafts, work, games, 
religion, folklore, festivals, 
drama, music, the environment, 
and national and world affairs. 
The paintings were selected 
from children ages 4 to 15 who 
live in the artistic and cultural 
centers of Java and Bali.

They're not rocket scientists yet, 
but Ocean Lakes teens are close!

TTie Ocean Lakes High School 
missile stayed in the air at 
Wallops Island for only 40 
seconds as it traveled about 1 ,000 
feet — but that was long enough 
to put the student-made and 
designed rocket into the record 
books as the second missile 
launched by a Virginia high 
school. 

It was also the first from which 
data was recovered thanks to the 
Texas Instruments TI-83 CBL 
calculators aboard. 

Guided by the AIAA (American 
Institute of Aeronautics and 
Astronautics), tte National Space 
Society and NASA and with 
special thanks to Virginia Beach 
councilman Rotert Dean, the 12- 
foot rocket had been made at 
Ocean Lakes High School by 10 
teams of S7 students and IS 
teachers and brought to the site in 
separate pieces. 

It had only been put together 
once to make sure that everything 
fit 

Suspense mounted as the 
mission was aborted briefly 
because of faulty altimeter wiring. 
But then fixed and with all 
systems "go," the missile 
ascended swiftly upward and then 
descended safely, despite some 
tense seconds waiting while the 
parachute opened more slowly 
than expected. 

Rich Kem, a student on the 
Tracking and Recovery Team, 
was among the excited group who 



dashed over to put it into a van 
for u-ansportation. Bringing it out 
to show, he pointed excitedly to 
scrapes on the tail and fins and 
said, "It came down and slid. It 
has scratches all over it" 

"The front of the nose cone is 
dented," lamented J.P. Kemnitzer, 
another student on the team. 

Drew Petzold, also in .Tracking 
and Recovery, explained that the 
parachute's sluggish opening had 
teen a source of concern. 

"We were worried about what 
would happen with the 
parachute." he said. "We didn't 
see it opening." 

"The parachute opened too late 
for it to go far," explained Dianne 
DeTurris, a research associate for 
the National Research Council. 
As a member of the National 
Space Society, she was that 
group's coordinator for the project. 
"We don't think it went as far as 
we thought it would." 

Expectations had teen for ithe 
rocket to go teyond 1,300 feet 
with perhaps a drift of about a 
mile and an up-iime of about 84 
seconds. 

However, no one was 
disappointed. On the way back 
from the rocket launching, 
teachers and coordinators happily 
planned for next year. 

DeTurris was proud of the 
students. 

"Ttey made the launch pad and 
the payload," she said. "The only 
thing we picked fw them was the 
diameter of the rocket — 7-1/2 
inches. That was to give them a 



place to Stan." 

Tte suidents of whom ste was 
so proud reciprocated with a 
deepened love for science due to 
their experience with tte rocket. 

"It was pretty fun," said Damon 
Owens who worked on the team 
that built the nose cone, "teing 
able to launch a rocket and teing 
able to take a trip to NASA. It's 
not hard work but you have got to 
know what you are doing." He had 
worked on it every day in 
Materials Technology Class and 
aftw school since the teginning 
of tte second semester. 

Mike Gallob, who had been on 
the Instrumentation Team, had 
not previously been scientifically 
inclined. 

"I liked working with tte people 
die test," te admitted. "But this 
was a whole lot of fun. I learned a 
lot. It got me interested in 
science." 

Larry Ward, who was on the 
Payload Committee, enjoyed the 
experience immensely. 

"It was very much fun," he said. 
"We got to express fun and pursue 
Uioughts about what we could put 
up in the rocket. We were 
Uiinking about putting up a VCR. 
But we couldn't get one donated." 

With only S800 as the total 
amount of money the entire group 
had to work with, very little cmild 
te spared for a VCR that would 
go far enough. Inside the payload, 
he said, there was a snapshot 
camera, one of his suggestions, 
with a 1,000- foot range to take 
some pictures.

completed, but the projects can 
overly). 

He said that most damage was 
done when light rail was consider^ 
previously because of the ridership 
projections. However, he said, 
currmt forecasts are based on a new 
model which considers tourists as 
well as residents. 

Rldenhlp for the year 2015 
is projected at from 55.900-66,600 
for LRT and buses, which would 
connect other routes to the rail 
system, LRT ridership alone is 
projected at 13,000 to 15,500. 

Jayne B. Whitney, director and 
project manager for Tidewater 
Regional Transit, in presenting the 
federally-funded SI million Ms^or 
Investment Study Tuesday at a 
council workshop, said that the 
organization was looking for a 
commitment from council on 
which u-ansit alternative it would 
support for the Norfolk- Virginia 
Beach Corridor which includes the 
two major east-west roadways 
connecting Norfolk and Virginia 
Beach (Route 44/1-264 and Viiginia 
Beach Boulevard), the Norfolk 
Southern Railroad alignment and 
adjacent areas. 

The position chosen by the 
TTDC would incorporate two 
alternatives — the congestion 
management system which would 
include improvement to present 
public transit facilities, and an 
snhanced bus system — with light 
rail transit 

A number of odier agencies and 
organizations have thrown their 
support behind the light rail 
alteinative — the Hampton Roads 
Chamber of Commerce, the Resort 
Area Advisory Commission, the 
Downtown Norfolk Council, the 
Viiginia Beach Vision Board of 
Directors, the TTDC Paratransit 
Committee, the Hampton Roads 
Public Transportation Alliance, 
Nwfolk State Univmity. Tidewater 
Community College, Greater 
Norfolk Corporation, the Central 
Business District Association and 



the Sierra Club/Chesapeake Bay 
Group. 

Plans call for stations in Norfolk 
to include Downtown Norfolk 
(Monticello/Onnby, Government 
Grater and Plume Street), Harbor 
Park, Norfolk State, Riverside and 
Newtown Road, and in Virginia 
Beach, Newtown Road Pembroke 
CBD, Princess Anne, Lynnhaven, 
Great Neck, First Colonial, 
Birdneck and the PaviUon. 

Whitney said that in the 10 years 
since Portland, Ore. has had light 
rail $1.25 billion has been invested 
in new construction along the rail 
lines. 

Action on the concept is 
expect on June 19 by the 
Metropolitui Planning District. 

Probst said that potentially light 
rail could be extended from Virginia 
Beach to Richmond. The Peninsula 
Transportation District is looking 
at the corridor and a second 
Hampton Roads crossing also is in 
the picture. The pieces are starting 
to fall into place, Probst said. 

Cost comparisons in the study

Probst said dut the no build or 
do nothing alternative, while the 
cheapest, may be the most 
expensive in the «id.because of the 
economic decline attributable to 
inadequate U'ansportation -an 87 
percent increase in traffic is 
predicted for Route 44 by 2015 
unless the road is expanded. Since 
there is no right-of-way available 
for expulsion the only likelihood is 
a double-deck expressway at an 
estimated cost of S2 billion. 

TTDC is lo(dung for 35 percent 
participation by the federal 
government. At present, the 
maximum federal share is 80 



percent fa similar projects, but that 
is considered unlikely with the 
present competition for funds. 

The remaining cost would be 
split between the state and local 
governments. The area's biggest 
competitor for funds is Northern 
Virginia, said Whitney. 

State funding would come from 
die Transportation Trust Fund and 
r^onal (local) funding could come 
from a gas Ux of 4.2 cents per 
gallon dirough the year 2015 or a 
retail sales tax of no man than one 
half of one percent. The region 
includes Norfolk, Virginia Beach, 
Chesapeake, Suffolk and 
Portsmouth. 

Increased operating costs are 
expected to be shared eiqually by the 
state and local jurisdictions. No 
federal operating funding 
contributions are assumed. At the 
regional level, according to the 
study, additional opcniing funding, 
over mi above the funding needed 
for capital consuiiction would come 
to$5.5 million each year in 1995 
dollars and another $5.5 million in 
re\«nues to substitute for current 
local operating funding to the TRT. 

New funding sources, such as a 
gas tax or sales tax, would cover 
the local share of system wide 
operating funding as well as provide 
fw the consuiiction of a m^or new 
transit investment in the corridcu:. 

Probst said that an average one- 
way fare would cost $1.25 
compared with die pnwM bus fare 
of $1.50. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker, 
acknowledging that the issue was 
parochial, questioned the impact on 
Lynnhaven Mall when die new 
McArthur Mall in Norfolk became 
more accessible to Virginia Beach 
shoppers by rail. 

Probst pointed out Uiat the city 
has signiflcant parking inoblems at 
the Oceanfront now and light rail 
should alleviate some of that. He 
said the Pavilion will become a 
transportation center. As for a 
possible loss in revenues, he said 



that in Portland, businesses at both 
ends of the line found they thrived 
on friendly competition. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley, who represented die city on 
the transportation commission 
when the rail line was rejected by 
council — Henley supported Uie 
line — said that the whole concept 
offers the city an exciting 
opportunity for planning. 

Dean asked how the TRT was 
going to put in place a network of 
bus routes when some buses 
coming to the Municipal Center 
carried only 13 riders. 

Councilwoman Louisa Strayhom 
noted that the rail line had 
overwhelming support from 
regional groups and she rememboed 
what happened before. Much of die 
credit for the defeat of the light rail 
line in its previous incarnation was 
given to the attitude of some 
Virginia Beach residents that they 
did not want the Norfolk light rail 
passengers in Virginia Beach. At 
that time, the light rail terminal 
was to be in die Dome area. The 
perceptions were diat uain loads of 
beachgoers would be dumped at one 
location overloading that portion of 
die beach. 

Stray horn said that she had 
received only two phone calls from 
people saying they "don't want 
folks from Norfolk (coming to 
Virginia Beach) and diat's why they 
didn't want rail." 

Probst said diat the "best worst 
example" of the impact of the 
automobile is California where diey 
are being forced to use electric cars 
and even limits on barbecuing. 

Whitney said as as the TTDC 
pursues funding it will look at die 
whole system, including a 
connection to die Naval Base. 

Dean said diat high gas prices 
will drive people out of cars and 
that parking restrictions, if 
established at die Naval Base, will 
get people out of dieir cars and on 
to die light rail system. 

The system would include 26 cars 
which could be used singly or in 
trains of two or diree. 



More amendments address borrow pits, fish 
ponds, retention ponds, 'whatever' in Va. Beach

Next Tuesday, city council will 
have before it die latest ordinance 
changes regarding borrow pits, farni 
ponds, flsh ponds, retention ponds 
and selling sand. 

It was only on Jfm. 9 of diis year 
Uiat council approved several 
amendments to the City Zoning 
Ordinance to straighten out some 
problems which were outlined in 
June of 1995. 

The only trouble with that was 
that three large fish pond 
excavaticms were started prior to die 
passage of die new amendments 
which focused on the over- 
excavation of stormwater 
management facilities for the 
puipose of selling die excavated 
material and die excavation of large 
fish ponds for the sale of the 
excavated material. 

ResidNits in die areas of die fish 
ponds did not like having 
mountains of sand piling up in 
dielr neighborhoods; nor did diey 
like dK truck trafQc alcmg roads not 
built to sustain heavy loads. 

Licensed borrow pit operates in 
die business of selling sand didn't 
like what diey consido'ed unfair 
competition from the pond 
excavations which were exempt 
from usual borrow pit requiremoits 
and taxes. 

Especially concerned were 
residents of Colechester Road, 
where one of the fish ponds is 
located,who complaiiwd about die 
deterioration of dieir ro«lway, die 
safety of vehicles passing on the 
narrow road, blocking traffic 
because of die trucks becoming 
stuck in die rmdside ditches, rq»ir 
jsohltms fuid ddivery of sauces. 
That was on April 2 when 
Colechestff KoaA was p(»ttd fn- 90 
days to a reduced load level of eight 
tt»8 to S(9 die hauling operation. 

So it was back to the drawing 
b(Mrd fcv an id hoc committee 
comprised of coiuicilman Jdin A. 
Baum, City Attorney Leslie L. 
Lilley, Director of Agriculture 
Louis Culliphs, Assistant City 
Attwney Vai»isa T. Valldejuli, 
Arthur Shaw (Public 
Woti^Sp^ations). and Charles 
Hasen O'laming). 

The ordtaMCM ditt wffl be b^xe 
couMil next Tuesday ve the 
outcome of their w<rt. They 
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Prohibit die over excavation of 
stormwater management facilities. 
If die owner/developer wants to 
over excavate, a conditional use 
permit for a borrow pit is required. 
If the owner/developer over 
excavates and removes material 
from the site without approved 
plans, die project will be stopped 
until he/she obtains ap|»t)val for a 
borrow pit conditional use permit.lf 
the developer wants permission to 
over-excavate to use die material 
on-site, the operation will be 
monitored closely. 

Decrease the surface area 
exemption to one quarter acre and 
increase die excavated vg.ume of 
material allowed for removal by 
establishing a limit of 12 feet of 
excavated depdi. This is for an 
excavation exempt from borrow pit 
regulatk>ns. 

Remove die 14-cent per cubic 
yard removal fee since the city no 
longer issues permits for or 



administers the state mineral 
mining laws. Removal of die fee 
will result in the loss of 
approximately $67,500 in revenue 
while the permit renewal fee and 
inspection fees will only generate 
approximately $1500 of new 
revalue. 

In the case of agricultural 
excavations,have property owners 
prepare a plan showing the 
location, dimensions and depth of 
all agricultural related excavations 
which will be submitted to the 
director of agriculuire for review. 

Require a new right-of-way 
permit for any hauling operation 
moving more than 337 cubic yards 
(500 tons) of excavated material 
from an excavation site. Hauling 
activities associated widi borrow 
pits and stormwater management 
facilities approved during site plan 
or subdivision review are exempt 

Real estate tax assessment of 
borrow pits will get lower as sand 
is removed. An assessment will 
start at $25,000 an acre and as die 
area is excavated the value is 
reduced to $100 an acre, when all of 
die sand is removed. 

Provisions of the Jan. 9 
amendments provickd diat: 

■ Stormwater management 
facilities constructed in accordance 
widi ap{noved plans in confomiance 
widi the Stormwater Management 
Ordinance, remain exnnpt under die 
borrow pit definition. 

■ Farm ponds, which also 



include fish ponds, remain exempt 
under die borrow pit definition if 
none of die excavated material 
leaves the site. 

■ The maximum size of on 
exempt excavation is established as 
one acre and 500 tons of excavated 
material, the same as the state 
restricted mining permit limits. 

■ Fish ponds and flsh hatchvles 
are no longer allowed in residential 
uid qMriment zoning (Usiricts. 

■ Special bonds are allowed to 
assure compliance widi city council 
conditions. 

Any operation like die fish pond 
on Colechester would have to have 
a permit under the proposed 
amendments, Hassen, who 
presented the amendment 
recommendations to council at 
TuMday's wotkshq), aid. 

When die posting on Colechester 
Road comes down next month, 
Hassen said die operator will have 
to apply for a permit. Chances of 
die operator getting one are slim, 
but, Hassen said, die city has to 
lock at all alternatives. 

The excavation on Sandbridge 
Road, said Valldejuli, is under 
review by the Department -of 
Mining and Minends. If a permit is 
issued by die state, die operator 
will have make provisions for 
slopes. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that die problem started out as 
one widi a simple solution, but it 
turned out to be more complex.

This event pits man against 
beast as a cowboy who may 
weigh as litde as 140 pounds 
struggle to My «i t(^ of a ton of 
twisting, bucking bull. A bull 
rider's equipment consists of a 
braided flat bull rope and a pair of 
blunt spurs. The r^ is pulled up 
around the animal's middle, 
dttough a locMe na»e in dM rope. 
The cowboy wraps the rope 
around his riding hand and 
lecuiet it witii his fist. Only his 



grip keeps Uie rope in place. The 
bull rider attempts to ride die bull 
by turning his toes out and 
holding on with his spurs-no easy 
chore since die loose hide of a 
crossbred Brahma bull moves 
easily! 

Even if die cowboy makes a 
qualified ride he's not out of 
danger. Because of the tighdy 
drawn rope he may find himself 
"hung up." This happens when a 
cowboy's weight pulls against die 
rope and keeps it from coming 
loose. Thea die bullfighting clown 
dashes alongside the bull and 
triea m free die bull rider. 

If die cowboy manages a clean 
dismount, he may still be in

■ Use a sheer curtain to diffuse 
sunlight and protect die colors in 
die an. A sheer fabric will {rotect 
but still allow the detail in a 
picture to be seen. 

■ Use daylight to enhance certain 
pictures in your home. The 
sunlight's incoming rays can be 
manipulated, creating shadows 
which emphasize a striking 
modern work. For example, 
sunlight passing through 
Venetian blinds results in a dra- 
matic effect on abstract works of 
an. 

There is a wide variety of 
artificial lighting available today 
ranging from die ordinary house- 
hold ceiling lights to the 
traditional picture Ughts and spe- 
cial directional spoUlghts. Listed 
below are tips fOT using artificial 
lighting: 

■ The optimum household 
celling lighting for pictures is a 
ISO watt bulb and should be four 



to five feet away from die an. 
This lighting will cast a warm 
and pleasant general light, but is 
not suitable for highlighting In- 
dlN^ual artw(»k. 

■ The classic method of 
lighting specific picture is widi 
the traditional picture light. 
Usually available In brus or 
metallic finishes, it can be at- 
tached to die top OT bottom of die 
picture, or on die wall just above 
die frame. 

Make sure diat bulbs are no 
more dian 35 watts and diat die 
fixture is wide enough to 
illuminate die whole picture. 

■ Low-voltage spodlghts can 
be employed for specific direc- 
tional lighting. Small and dis- 
creet, these lights can be fitted 
direcUy into the ceiling or 
mount«l on a track. 

They are most effective when 
used in conjunction wiUi other 
lights directed upward from die 
ground or table level. 

■ Ruorescent lighting gives a 
more accurate rendition of a 
picture image, but is also die 
most potent source of ultraviolet 
rays. 

Help reduce die effects of diese 
harmful rays by requesting 
protective glass (as previously 
explained) and covoing die fluo- 
rescent bulbs with a special 
cylindrical sleeve. 



Save energy and money:

One of die m^or benefits of 
windows is die natural lighting 
diey provide. Natural light, or day- 
light, has several advantages. 

Using daylight saves energy and 
money. For instance many office 
buildings have large amounu of 
glass, because die windows reduce 
lighting costs more dian diey in- 
crease heating and cooling costs. 

Soudi windows are particularly 
beneficial because diey reduce light- 
ing costs and winter heating 
equipments. 



Properly located windows can re- 
duce lighting costs. In some pas- 
sive solar homes, lights may never 
be needed during die day, dius sav- 
ing as much as $10 per mondi on 
electricity costs. 

Even in die summer daylighting 
can save «iergy and mcxiey, because 
it provides less heat for a given 
amount of light. 

The heat produced by anificial 
lighting adds to die burden on air 
conditioning systems.

Turtle tender treats tortoises terrifically

It's a long iwim from the 
Virginia shore out to the Gulf 
Stnam, and baby tea turtles have a 
hard time getting over the swell of 
M» ocean waves. The water often 
pushes the tiny reptiles, which are 
hardly larger tittn a quaiter, back to 
diore. Like childrai playing in the 
surf, they often drift and come 
ashore some lUstMce from where 
they went out 

And, like a patient mother, 
biolc^Ut Florence Jama helps the 
babies back out into the warn so 
that they can try again. She's 
already spent days monitoring the 
eggs and protecting them from 
predators, now she wants to give 
the day-old hatchUngi a head start 
on their trip to the Oulf Stream's 
wanner waters. 

After tlw last baby finally makes 
it across the swell, the young 
turtles an on their own, anu, in 
q}ite of James' ^orts, not many 
will survive into adulthood. 
Although a mature female 
loggerhead often lays about 100 
eggs at a lime, cmly oiw in 3,000 
live to iHoduce offsprings of their 
own, according to James, who 
coodinates the sea birtle pn^ram at 
Back Bay Wildlife Refuge. . 

The female sea turtle comes 
a^ore only to lay her eggs on the 
shore, then returns to tlw oc«m. It 
can take 60 da^ for the eggs to 
hatch, although they often hatch 
faster in extremely hot weather. 
Then, the btby taxtka midce their 
way from the dunes to the ocean, 
whm they must swim out to die 
opa seas on their own. 

Things don't always go 
anoodily, and often the offsimngs 
(km't even survive the gestation 
pertod.

Even if the turtles stovive the 
dangers they face on land, it's 
impossible to say what perils 
they'll face once they're in the 
ocetm. 

But hungry mammals and high 
waves aren't the biggest threat to 
the sea turtle. It's human activity 
that's brought the mammoth 
animals, which have survived for 
ISO million yean, to the brink of 
extinction, James said. Pollution 
and injuries from propellera or 
Ashing nets have taken their toll, 
but overharvesting is perhap the 
laigest threat 

In some parts of the world, 
people have eaten the turtle eggs 
and meat or used their ^dn for 
leatbn for centuries, \Ml re«»tly, 
purses, shoes and belts made from 
turde skin have beccxne irei^y in 
some countries, such as J^)an.

temperatures could delay nesting 
season, James added. 

She patrols the beaches, 
searching for telltale marks the 
modier's claws make in the sand 
diat {Ht)vide a clue that a nest is 
nearby. Sometimes, a nighttime 
beach traveler sees the mother 
laying the eggs and reports die 
citing "but we don't patrol die 
beaches too much at night to look 
for diem laying eggs because we 
don't want to scare them off," 
James said. 

Once they find die nest, refuge 
employees slowly, carefully remove 
the eggs, place them in a cage 
where they're safe from predators, 
and re-bury diem high in die s»id 
dunes. It's unlikely diat waves can 
destroy the nests up diwe, and die 
hot sun reflecdng off die dunes 
hatches the eggs faster. 

Employees, with the help of 
volunieen, d>serve the nests unUI 
die ttBtlM are reading to be released. 
This period is critical, James said, 
bm^use they need to leave die nest 
within about 24 hours after 
hatching, and dieir chances for 
survival are best if diey're swim 
widi «i oul^ing Ude. Often, die 
dedkated employees aad volunteer 
are out on die beach until die wee 
hours of die morning "because it 
t^ces txiurs and hours to release 
diem, die waves ju« hoep pushing 
diem back in." 

"It takes a long Ume for diem to 
swim out to the Oulf Stream," 
Jam^ said, a(kiing thu sometimes 
during storm conditions the 
batchlings are talren to Cape 
Hatteras, which is clo%et to the 
Gulf Stream, to be released.

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Kingdom Hall takes shape with old-fashioned sweat, labor

It looked like a scene fnom an old 
fashioned barn-raising. 

People had come from all over 
Virginia to help put together a new 
gathering place for the Jehovah's 
Witness congregations from 
Landstown, Salem, Princess Anne 
and Kempsville, which each have 
about 120 members. 

When complete, the brick 
building would contain two 
Kingdom Halls, or auditoriums, and 
an apartment for a traveling 
minister. 

More than 500 volunteers 
caiverged on the property at Elbow 
and Salem roads last week to put up 
the structure in five days. 

Walking through the property, 
the first thing one noticed was the 
line of two dozen cabinets being 
assembled at once. Clad in goggles 
and armed with hammers, the 
crafiers created book shelves and 
desks. 



Directly to their right, upper and 
lower molding for the walls were 
stretched across saw horses 
receiving thick coats of white paint. 

To the crafters' left was a tent 
filled with people sawing and 
sanding pieces of wood for the 
inside creations. 

A hop over a small gully and a 
walk through a wooded area took 
one to the heart of the project. 

To the left stood the kitchen tent 
where apron-clad crews were already 
preparing for dinner at mid- 
afternoon. Some chopped 
vegetables while others stirred 75 
pounds of rice in three boiling pots. 
Behind them, a huge grill was 
covered with chicken under watchful 
eyes of three cooks. 

Rows upon rows of tables were 
set up to feed the masses that had 
come to put up the new building. 

By Friday, the building itself was 
a freestanding structure of wooden 
beams and walls. A roof was 
growing on it under the dozens of

people who had climbed up. 

ITiey were careful not to drop or 
throw anything, because it would 
hit the masses of bricklayers 

working their way up the sides of 
the building. 

When the roof was complete, 
what one volunteer described as the 
"most fascinating thing to watch" 
would occur. 

A group of young women would 
climb up and start laying down the 
shingling as quickly and carefully 
as they could. Shortly behind them 
would follow a group of men armed 
with nail guns to attach the 
shingling to the roof. 

"You should see them go. It's 
amazing," he grinned, shaking his 
head. 

Every once in a while, the 
loudspeaker system based in the 
adjacent trailer would crackle, 
followed by a request for volunteers 
to help unload lighting fixtures or 
insulation for the trucks that 
continued to arrive with supplies. 

Amidst the throng was Ron 
Sledd, a member of the Jehovah's 
Witnesses regional building 
committee and spokesperson for the 
organization. 

"We should be 90 percent 
complete by Sunday at 3 p.m.," 
said Sledd, surveying the site. 

Each of the Kingdom Halls are 
roughly 4,000- to 5,000-square feet, 
with a 1 ,000-square-foot apartment. 

The landscaping would not be 
finished, the electricity would be 
wired but not yet powered, and all 
the tents and people in them would 
be gone. 

"Our primary goal is to teach 
other people, and we need a place to 
meet and congregate and study the 
Bible," said Sledd. "We needed an 
economical and practical way to 
build the buildings." 

This structure is one of more 
than 100 erected in Virginia by the 
Jehovah's Witnesses. The concept 
was started in the early 1970s when 
the organization found a need to 
create similar meeting places. 

In the '80s, the process was 
refined so that the buildings could 
be created by volunteers in four 
days. Their focus is to build the 
structures with four special 
characteristics: quality construction, 
safety, minimal cost and speed.

each state in the United States has 
at least one regional building 
committee and it's an all volunteer 
organization," Sledd explained. 

The committees each have a 
department head and are overseen by 
the headquarters of the the Jehovah's 
Witnesses. There are 25 to 30 
different departments, including 
landscaping, carpentry, electrical, 
kitchen/food and wallpaper. 

"We didn't want to spend a lot of 
money on an elaborate building," 
said Sledd. "We don't think it's 
necessary." 

That's where the volunteers come 
in. 

"They come here volutarily and 
they stay in homes of people that 
live around here," said Sledd, who 
traveled from Amelia, located 45 
miles outside of Richmond, to 
assist with the project. 

"Some that can afford it stay in 
hotels and some bring campers and 
so for the. They devote themselves 
to a particular department. Half of 
them were skilled craftsmen before 
they started and the rest learned after 
they started working here." 

The only paid contractor involved 
in the project was for the grading of 
the site. Concrete was poured about 
two weeks before the volunteers 



Meanwhile, trucks continued to 
arrive with building materials and 
supplies, paid for by the 
organization. 

But why would so many people 
come from tiny little towns across 
the state for five days — some 
uavelling as far as six or seven 
hours — to help out people they've 
never met before? 

"We're motivated by love," said 
Sledd. "Jesus told the Pharisee 'love 
your God with your whole heart and 
your whole self. Love your 
neighbor.' This is a part of love 
your neighbor." 

Sledd himself became involved 
after seeing the building 
committee's project first-hand. 

"In 1990, they came to Amelia 
and built one for us and it was such 
an experience for me, I've been with 
it ever since," he explained. 

The avCTage building they create 
can be completed for a little more 
than 175,000, not including the 
landscaping, explained Floyd 
Deaton, an electrician by trade, and 
member of the local building 
committee. 

This building in Virginia Beach, 
however, is an exception to the rule 
due to its size and complications on 
the site from bad weather, Sledd and

Deaton noted. 

Including land investment, the 
completed building will be worth 
about $650,000. It will take an 
estimated. 

"The difference, of course, is 
labor, which is free," said Deaton.

"This is not a prefabricated 
building," said Sledd. "Contractors 
call it a stick-built building. It's not 
something prefabricated that we just 
tilt up." 

Instead, you find people from 
different walks of life involved in 
the effort 

"We have so many different types 
of people," said Sledd. "Their 
secular job may be totally different 
from what they are doing here." 

That includes a dentist laying 
brick, a "computer guru" and 
NASA employee serving food in 
the kitchen. 

The volunteers are gone now, and 
it is up to the core committee from 
the four local congregations to 
finish up the parking lot and 
landscaping.

It was in 
Lynchburg," Medlin recalled. "A 
little boy came up to me and was 
crying and went on to toll me that 
he had cerebral palsy, which is wie 
of the things we talk about in my 
assemblies. He wanted to thank me 
for teUing the other kids to be nice 
to him. We sat and talked for an

hour and talked and dried. I write to 
a lot of kids, but we're pen pals. I 
write to him a lot" 

Medlin enjoyed spending time 
with children this year. 

At ihe end of her school visits, 
she gives the children a chance to 
ask her questions. There is always a 
variety, and she tries to answer 
ihem all. 

"They ask, 'Do you have body 
guards, do you live in a castle, are 
you a princess?' They ask all kinds 
of funny things," said MedHn. 

She also takes time to explain 
the difference between crowns. It is 
one tier higher than Miss Virginia 
Beach and one tier lower than Miss 
America. She also notes that each 
gets lo keep her crown at the end of 
her reign and the new person 
receives a new crown of her very 
own. 

Overall, Medlin said this year 
was about like she expected. Being 
involved in the organization for 
three years, she knew that to 
become Miss Virginia would 
require many changes. 

"I don't think you can ever know 
what it's like to be Miss Virginia 
until you walk in her shoes," said 
Medlin. "I knew you couldn't go to 
school that year; and I knew you 
couldn't have another job; and, you 
tfavelcd. I guess you don't really 
know what it's like until you do 
it." 

Now she knows. 

"It's work," she said, "About five 
days a week. When you become 
Miss Virginia, your home base is 
Roanoke, but I only stayed there 
one or two nights a week. I traveled 
all over the stato making all types 
of appearances. 

At the end of her reign, her father 
plans to bestow on her something 
very spa;ial. Days after Medlin was 
named Miss Virginia last year, she 
and her mother took a look at the 
brand new license plates on her 
father's car and laughed. 

They read "MSVA95." Not to be 
outdone, her mother soon sel^ted 
"95MSVA." 

"It's kind of cute, and 1 know he's 
proud," said Medlin. "He said he'll 
give it to me afta my year's up so I 
can keep it." 

But all good things must come to 
an end. 

"My dad says I'll be like 
Cinderella at midnight — maybe 
ru turn into a frog," she jc^ed.

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City mulls options 
for funding Social 
Services building

A report on financing options for 
the new Social Services building 
shows that the least costly option 
would have the Virginia Beach 
Development Authority own the 
building, which would then be 
leased to the city. 

Finance Director Patricia PhiUips 
presented four options to city 
council at a workshop Tuesday 
meeting the requirement of council 
that the building would be owned 
by the city or in a lease agreement 
that would permit the city to 
purchase the building at the end of 
the lease. 

The 75,000 square foot building 
would be built on the site of the 
existing Social So^ices and Health 
facility but would house only the 
service services functions. The 
Health Department would be located 
elsewhere. 

KLEMPT and Associates has 
been hired to design the building. 

Under the option recommended in 
the flnancing report, the city would 
sell the existing site to the VBDA 
For $2.5 million. The VBDA would 
obtain financing covering cost of 
the land and $7.1 million building 
construction cost. The city would 
lease the building at current market 
lease rates and creditors would be 
secured by the city's lease and a 
security interest in the proper^. 

Although the option carries the 
highest projected debt service (the 
debt would be $9.7 million because 
it would include the $2.5 million in 



land purchase from the city by the 
VBDA,it has the lowest discounted 
present value of net cost to the city 
at $3,797,844 after the end of a 20- 
year Financing term and $3,049,663 
at the end of a 33 -year period. 

That's because the city will 
receive the greatest federal formula 
reimbursement through the $2.5 
million raised from the sale of the 
land and a reimbursement of 
$663,780 which has already been 
appropriated for the project. These 
funds could then be restricted for 
use to offset the required lease 
I^yments undo- the option. 

The other options would be 
through the sale of general 
obligation bonds, through lease- 
revenue bonds, and developer 
finaiK:ing. 

While developer fmancing would 
have much of the same advantages 
as the VBDA financing, it would 
not provide the flexibility in 
structuring the agreement available 
with the VBDA. 

A preliminary sketch of the 
building shows a brick and 
reflective glass su-ucture which, 
quipped councilman W.W. Harrison 
Jr, "looks like the Federal Building 
in downtown Norfolk. 

David Grochmal, general services 
director, was quick to point out that 
the lobby is^Trast improvement 
over the present building. It is 
much larger so that not as many 
clients will be standing outside. 

The old building will be torn 
down when the new building is 
ompleted.

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Beach goes ahead with 
erosion control project

City council has agreed to go 
ahead with the Beach Erosion 
Conu-ol and Hurricane Protection 
Project although Congress has yet 
to appropriate the federal 
government's share of the project. 

Council Tuesday authorized the 
executive of of a project 
cooperation agreement with the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers (PCA) for 
the project 

Under terms of the PCA the city 
is obligated to the Corps for the 
local share of preconstruction, 
engineering and design costs — 
$2.8 million. 

To avoid delay of initial 
construction the city also has 
decided to advance die entire project 
cost of the first construction 
contract, not to exceed $8.5 million 



inclusive of PED costs, from Rudee 
Inlet to 8th Street. 

The initial construction cost of 
the total project which extends 
along the length of the resort strip, 
is $102,825 with the city's share 
coming to $36,541,703. The city's 
share of periodic nourishment over 
the 50- year life of the project is 
estimated at $96,000. The city will 
construct the project from Rudee 
Inlet to 8th Street with its own 
funds if federal financing is not 
available.. Piped drainage will not 
be included in a project totally 
funded by the city-drainage would 
be allow«| to ^ill on the beach. 

Signing the agreement with the 
Corps was recommended by the 
staff as the best way to better the 
city's chances of getting a federal 
appropriation.

Instead, these young 
environmentalists put on tiny 
surgical gloves and helped pick 
up cigarette butts and other trash. 

Meanwhile, down at False 
Cape State Park, a 15-year-old 
Green Run High School student 
sacrificed an outing to King's 
Dominion to help pick up debris 
that washes ashore on this beach. 
He didn't mind missing the trip, 
he said, but he felt a little guilty 
that he was having such a good 
time. 

"It's nice out here, said Joseph 
Gayder. "It's really better than 
King's Dominion. I'm getting to 
see the animals, I saw a snake, 
birds, squirrels and turtles. It's 
nice out here, but it's already 
pretty clean. I feel guilty that 
I'm not working harder." 

Joseph, the pre-schoolers and 
their moms were among the 
3,900 volunteers who 

participated in the Eighth Annual 
Clean the Bay Day last Saturday. 
The% woricers, who ranged in age 
from 18 months to senior 
citizens, spent a hot, muggy 
morning picking up everything 
from cigarette butts lo huge 
pieces of wood and tractor tires. 

Some of the volunteers, like 
Joseph, who is president of 
Aragona Moose Lodge Teens' 
Club, came as part of a group. 
Other people came as individuals, 
and many parents brought their 
children in the hope that they 
would learn something from the 
hard wok. 

"They loved it, and I think it's 
important to educate them early," 
said Jean-Marie Eagler, zone 
captain for Great Bridge Lock 
Parte. 

About 67 kids and adults, 
including Scout groups and a 
group of pre-schoolers and dieir 
moms picked up 3,900 cigarette 
butts and ploity of other litter. 

"We got some little tiny 
surgical gloves for them and they 
put those on and ran to pick up 
cigarette butts underneath the

picnic tables." 

The story all over Chesapeake 
was cigarette butts and huge 
tractor tires, ^cording ta-^wl 
Bradshaw, city coordinator of 
special programs, who helped 
organize the clean-up efforts for 
that city. Bradshaw spent the 
morning rushing around to the 
clean-up sites in the parks and 
along the Elizabeth River, and 
she said shoreline clean-up can 
become as dirty and strenuous as 
it is interesting. 

"We had over 500 volunteers," 
Bradshaw said. "Some were on 
land, and some were in boats. In 
Chesapeake, we have die inland 
waterways, and we find some 
really interesting things. At 
almost every site, the volunteers 
said they find these really huge, 
heavy tires, like tractor tires." 

Volunteers hauled at least 14 
tires from the Elizabeth River 
Boat Landing Park, Bradshaw 
continued.

Soon, youngsters all across 
America will be pouring out of 
school doors, r^ing toward summer 
fun. They'll leave their desks and 
classrooms behind. But will they 
also leave their learning behind? 
Unfortunately, many will. 

Studies show that during the 
summer, students can lose up to 
three to four months of the reading 
and writing skills they acquired 
during the school year. The fact of 
the matter is, when it comes to 
reading and writing skills, you 
either use them or lose them. 

That's why it's so important to 
keep suidents reading over the sum- 
mer months, even for only 30 min- 
utes a day. They can still read and 
have plenty of time for playing 
ball, swimming, and other summer 
activities. 

Good reading habits, like ail 
other educational activities, begin 
in the home. So my message to 
parents, grandparents, aunts, uncles, 
and all other adults who are re- 
sponsible for raising a child is this: 
Get involved this summer! Here are 
some tips: 

■ Read to your young children 
and share books with your older 
children. 

■ Make a place for newspapers, 
magazines, and books in your 
home. Read the important news 
stories of the day with your child- 
ren, or the sports pages or the fam- 
ily section. Let your children lead 
the way — ask them to pick out 
something that interests them. But 
just read! And make sure your chil- 
dren see you read. 

■ Take your children to the libr- 
ary and make sure they get a card.

Thomas Keeling, one of the 505 
people brought to the New World by 
Adam Thoroughgood, obtained a 
grant in 1635 for 100 acres on Back 
River. This land was adjacent to Adam 
Thoroughgood's land. He was a 
vestryman of the Lower Norfolk 
county Church in 1640. 

Thomas 
"^ riamed his 
eldest son, 
Adam, after 
Thorough- 
good and also 
named 
Thorough- 
good the 
boy's god- 
father. The 
Keelingshad 
a tradition of 
naming the 
eldest son 
after his 
grandfather 
so it was 
Thomas to 
Adam.Adam 
to Thomas 
and Thomas 
to Adam for generations. 

Thomas Keeling's will was never 
found, but fix)m his son Adam's will, 
wriuen in 1683, it was learned that 
his mother Anne married Robert Bray 
after Tliomas died. Hi wife, also Anne, 
formerly Anne Martin, was the 
daughter of John Martin from whom 
he had bought 1 ,400 acres. Adam left 
those 1,400 acres to his son John, 
"provided John makes a deed to his 
brother Adam for 2,000 acres, the 
plantation knownas 'London Bridge' 
where his mother now lives, after her 
death." 

Adam left his eldest son, Thomas, 
the home plantation of 400 acres. 
This 400-tract was called "Ye 
Dudlies: and was located on the east 
side of the Lynnhaven River near its 
mouth and what is now known as 
1 157 Adam Keeling Road on Great 
Neck Point 

The house as it sits today is an 
exquisite example of the Flemish 
method of bonding brick. A most 
unusual brick design by the use of 
"blue headers" is on the north wall in 
the gables. It is the only house where 
this pattern has been seen. All the 
floors, stairway and interior 
woodwork are origi nal and an unusual 
pair of identical cupboards are on 
each side of the firqilace, each with a 
small window. 

The two chimneys rise above the 
high pitch of the roof and are within 
the walls. The black line that veers 
off near the top of the roof toward a 
tree is an old blacksmith-made 
wrought iron lightning rod. 

The house is oblong 48-feet-by-6- 
inch by 20-feet-by-4-inches and is 
12-feet-6-inches from the ground to 
the eaves. Four little windows in the 
north gable end are 1 6-inches-by-2 1 - 
inches outside measure, but the 
pegged wooden inside frames are 1 5- 
inches square. 

On entering the front door, there is 
an 8-foot hall with stairway on the 
left turning at right angles across and 
above the back door, causing this 
door which faces west and the water, 
to be slightly lower than the front 
door. At right angles again the stairs 



proceed iq) to tl« hall and two rooms 
under the roof. Ttere are a total of 
four rooms. 

The room to the right of the front 
entrance downstairs is listed as most 
into'esting. The chimney end of the 
room is panelled, the fireplace 
measures 5-feet-7-inches in height, 
in a 7-foot chimney. The lintel of the 
fireplace is 1 1-feet-by- 1 1 1/2-inches 
heart pine and seems to be almost 
untouched by time. 

A closet is on each side of this 
fireplace and little window is in each 
closet. Many old hinges and doors 
are still in use in the building. 

The room to the left of the 8-foot 
hall has another large fireplace and 
was used as the kitchen, dining hall 
and general family room. The food 
was cooked over an open fire or in a 
pit. 

An interesting fact the area that is 
now known as the Seashore State 
Park/First Landing Park was filed for 
patent by Adam Keeling. The 
fishermen sent a protest to the 
Governor and Councilin 1770stating 
that such a patent would be injurious 
to their livelihood. The petitioners 
requested "that the land remain a 
commonfor benefitof the inhabitants 
of the colony." 

The house stayed in the Keeling 
family for 200 years and has been 
restored to its former beauty by its 
present owner and is listed in the 
Virginia and National Landmark 
Registers. It is privately owned.

How many clowns can you fit into one of 
those tiny cars at the circus? How do clowns 
walk in those big, floppy shoes? How many 
balloons is a clown likely to inflate in his 
lifetime? How do clowns dream up all those 
gags and stunts? 

And, above all, what does it take to be a 
clown? 

To gel the answer you must go the source 
— Virginia Beach's resident expert, Bobby 
Semon. "Who?" you may be asking. That's 
because Hampton Roads' most popular 
clown is known by only one name: Bobby 
the Clown. 

Behind the shiny, red nose and makeup is 
20-year Navy veteran who's clowned his way 
around the world and back. He's been 
making people laugh for more than three 
decades. 

"For some people it's the money; for me, 
it's the love of it," Semon said of his initial 
attraction to clowning. "I had my first paying 
job when I was 13. A friend offered me $10 
to go out and be a clown at their party. I've 
been doing it ever since." 

From Spain to Kenya and many countries 
in between, Semon managed to successfully 
combine his Naval career and clowning. 
Along the way he earned accolades for his 
efforts, as well as the adoration of thousands 
of children and adults. Some of his most 
pleasant memories come from that time. 

"Performing all over Europe and in other 
countries was exciting," he said, noting 
there's something universal about a clown. 
"You don't speak their language, but can 
still get across to them. I remember when we 
had gone into Sri Lanka, which is an Indian 
culture, and they'd* never seen an American 
clown. We spent about 14 hours in makeup 
that day and it was over 100 degrees. We 
went to two hospitals and an embassy 
school. We stopped at at railroad crossing, 
and within a matter of minutes there were 
200 people all around the car. I thought, 
'Let's shake their hands,' and stuck my arm 
out. Everybody backed up, just like they do 
in the cartoons. I pulled it back and they 
came close again. It was really strange — 
stick it out and pull it in, stick it out and 
pull it in," he laughed. 

"It was funny to watch them. It took a 
little while for us to figure out what they 
thought was funny — but they really liked it 
when we chased the nurses around the 
hospital." 

At a Jewish school in Greece, Semon 
r«:alled, the political tension was so high 
that "we just about had to be strip-searched 
because of the terrorism." In Monaco, he 
grinned, "it was the only country where the 
kids in the orphanage wore Gucci shoes and 
Seiko watches!" 

Settling in Virginia Beach after his Navy 
retirement, Semon experimented with other 
careers before deciding to make clowning — 
his true calling — a full-time career. Since 
then he's worked hard to make "Bobby the 
Clown" a household name. 

"My goal in Tidewater is to have Bobby 
the Clown as popular as Ronald McDonald 
and Bozo. I'm getting there," he said. 

A regular at Norfolk Tides games and 
Virginia Beach's Strawberry and Neptune 
festivals, he donates a lot of time to Creeds 
Elementary, his Adopt-A-School partner. 
Semon also works closely with Easter Seals. 
His bread and butter, though, is private 
bookings. 

"I've done as many as six or seven 
birthday parties in one Saturday," the clown- 
on-lhe-go said. "Sometimes I feel like I'm 
getting old. It's not the parties that make me 
tired, it's the getting there and back that 
takes it out of me." 

But Semon isn't about to let a little 
fatigue get in the way of his mission. 

"Clowning is fun," he said. "It's in my 
blood." 

He's passed the tradition on to his 
youngest son, Phillip, a graduate of Cox 
High School. 

"He's a natural. When he was a kid, we 
were in Spain doing a show and I put him in 
a clown costume. He was about 2 years old. 
He walked to the front of the stage with the 
curtain closed and peeked out. People 
laughed. So he ran to the other side and 
peeked out I finally started chasing him. 
■uid he ran out in front of everybody. As I'm 
phasing him he slid on his knees and stuck 





his tongue out. The more the people 
laughed, the more he did." 

Semon. ever the proud papa, bragged that 
now Phillip is a finalist with Ringing 
Brothers tryouts. They are now eagerly 
awaiting word of the results after Phillip's 
second audition. 

While Bobby the Clown is Phillip's role 
model, Semon looks up to clowning's 
"immortals," Lou Jacobs and Emmett Kelly. 
Red Skelton is another favorite. 

"The comedians of today aren't like the 
ones of yesteryear," Semon said sadly. "I 
don't think people like Robin Williams and 
Whoppee Goldberg need to resort to that 
type of language for laughs. It's a shame that 
comedy has gone in that direction. It was 
funny enough when George Carlin did his 
'seven words you can't say on radio,' but now 
it's gotten out of hand. 1 like good, clean fun. 
If there's even one child at a party, I won't 
get suggestive." 

Semon stressed that it takes more than 
makeup and a colorful costume to make a 
clown. It's about attitude. 

"You've got to Uuly love it. If it ever gets 
to be a job, I won't do it There have been a 
lot of clowns in this area who have come 
and gone; it's not in their blood. But it is in 
mine. Clowning has carried me through a 
divorce and 20 years in the Navy. It was 
always there for me." 

The greatest compliment Semon can get 
is when people want Bobby the Clown for 
their party or no one else. 

"Or when people call me and ask for me 
to do a party over the weekend. I ask, 'What 
time?' They say. "What time can you do it? 
We'll book our party around you!' Those are 
things I always wanted to happen." 

It's enough to make even a clown smile.

ashtrays, donated by R.J. 
Reynolds, to adult volunteers as 
part of an effort to educate the 
public about this unsightly 
problem. "We couldn't give 
them to the kids, but we 
distributed them to the adults 
who requested them" as a 
reminder not to litter, she said. 

Meanwhile, several miles to 
the East, Virginia Beach 
volunteers also picked up their 
share of cigarettes and soda cans 
along that city's public beaches. 
Those who were adventurous 
enough to O-avel to the wilderness 
beaches at Back Bay Wildlife 
Refuge or False Cape State Park 
found a challenge of a different 
sort. 

Although high tides from a 
recent full moon had washed a lot 
of litter off of those beaches, 
volunteers and staff members still 
picked up tons of debris, 
including pieces of wood so 
huge they had to be hauled in a 
dump truck. The problem, staff 
members said, includes litter 
from boats, damaged bulkheads 
that wash ashore in storms and 
helium balloons that blow onto 
the beach and into the water from 
inland areas. 

"We have to use a front end 
loader to lift some of this stuff," 
said Thomas Griffith, 
maintenance ranger. "We get a 
lot of trash from Sandbridge and 
wood from the bulkheads there 
that break up in the storms." 

"When I first came out here, I 
was horrified by the trash on the 
beaches," said Paige Prewett, an 



interpreter at False Cape State 
Park. "We have so few visitors 
at the park, and the trash doesn't 
come from these visitors because 
the campsites are always clean 
when they leave. A lot of it 
comes from boats." 

Prewett said she's found 
everything from huge plastic 
bags and nylon ropes to 
vegetables "that have either been 
deliberately dumped or 
inadvertently washes off of 
boats." The plastic is 
particularly worrisome, she said, 
because it's lethal for the sea 
turtles and other marine animals 
sometimes mistake it for 
jellyfish and eat it. 

Plastic's been blamed as a 
major cause of the declining sea 
turtle population, and volunteers 
said that they've seen firsthand 
the effects of litter on wildlife. 
"I've seen a bird's skeleton, 
wrapped in nylon rope," said 
Diana Elliot, a frequent volunteer 
at False Cape and other parks. 
"You know that bird must have 
starved to death. It's like having a 
rubber band wrapped around your 
hand, you can't get it off." 

Although the clean-up work is 
sometimes gruesome and always 
hot and dirty, it has its rewards, 
the volunteers said. By the 
afternoon, most were ready for a 
cold shower, a cold drink and a 
few hours' rest, but they said the 
results were worth the effort. 

"I'm tired, but it's a good 
reason to be tired," said Julie 
McCollum, community relations 
director of Channel 3, one of the 
sponsors for the event. "It's a 
feel-good kind of tiied."

Criswell did admit that she 
hopes to make the top 10 final- 
ists, but if she doesn't it's no loss.

Bayside builders put schooling to use, 
learn fundamentals with hands-on labor 

Community benefits from students' 
special shed-construction project

There is more to building a shed 
than nailing four pieces of wood 
tc^etho- and sla|q}ing on a roof. 

Tim Kennedy's construction 
students at Bayside High School 
can tell you that. 

This year they donned safety 
gc^les, grabbed hammers and went 
to work to build 10 sheds. 

Kennedy took orders from the 
general public to constnict them in 
the school's parking lot and have 
the masterpieces delivered upon 
completion. 

"If you wanted to build a shed, 
you'd come in and sit down with 
the group of kids and they ask you 
questions," Kennedy explained. 
"They draw up a set of plans and 
build a scale model and come up 
with a price list. We take them to 
HQ and Lowe's and they price 
shop." 

During the field trip to the stores, 
the personnel directors talk with the 
students about potential careers and 
some of the aspects involved. 

During class time, a parent who 
is a lawyer comes in to discuss 
contracts with the teens. 

"How many other classes can you 
take math, businesses skills and 
social skills and put them together 
into one thing?" Kennedy asked. 
"How many classes do you see the 
kids working in teams?" 

They try to connect as many 
other Bayside classes to the shed 
building project as possible. 

"We get the math department 
i. volved. Their students teach our 
students how to calculate square feet 
and the cost per square foot, cubic 
feet, and cost per cubic fool and 
how much the shed is costing," said 
Kennedy. Most prices of the 
fmished product range from SI, 000 
to $1,700. 

The sheds must be one of three 



sizes: 8-by 12-foot, 10-by- 12-foot or 
10-by- 15-foot. Building anything 
more than 150-squarc-feet requires a 
building permit, so the steds must 
be less than that. 

Students must calculate the 
proper angle to build the roof, so 
that the tap meets properly and (k>es 
not leak. The windows and doors 
must be square. These are attributed 
to math as well as construction 
skills. ' 

The electronics students come in 
to do necessary wiring on most of 
the sheds. Business classes get 
involved in writing letters to 
potential buyers and vendors. 
Journalism students come in as 
reporters to write stories on the 
project. 

A trip to the local Ford plant 
gives them further insight into 
building and the necessity of 
teamwork to create a finished 
product. 

"At the Ford plant, one of the 
biggest problems they have are 
people who don't know how to 
work in teams," said Kennedy. By 
breaking the students into teams, he 
hopes they will learn how to woric 
together toward a common goal. 

While some might call it 
cheating to ask each other for the 
answers, Kennedy calls it 
"netwffllcing." 

"I think it's very important for 
the kids to work together in this. 
You put them is a group and if they 
have a question, they ask someone 
in their group. Instead of getting 21 
questions, I answer three," he 
grinned. 

The students agree they're 
learning. 

Belinda Moyler is a student in 
Kennedy's class. She helped another 
teen apply vinyl siding to one shed, 
which is a surprise gift for a lady

customer's hu.sband. It included 
windows, shelving and a work 
bench, as well as wiring for 
electricity. 

"I like building, I think it's fun," 
said Moyler. "1 didn't know what 
nay of this stuff was. I know a lot 
about sheds now. That's good, 
because if one day I want to become 
a construction worker, or I need to 
become one, I know what I'm 
doing." 

Working on the shed adjacent to 
Moylers was Mike Young. 

"I like working with my hands." 
he said. "There's more to building a 
shed than I throughout. There's a 
lot of math work, a lot of 
geometry, a lot of planning. If you 
lo<^ at it, it looks simple, but 
there's really a lot of woric to it." 

Young noted he might like to do 
this type of work as a hobby, but it 
is not his first choice for a career." 

Stephanie Sharp was several feet 
away measuring vinyl siding to be 
cut so that the others could apply 
it. She paused with her pencil in 
mid-air over her tape measure after 
marking it off and noted she is 
learning how to wwk with a variety 
of people and personalities — 
"mainly guys." 

"It's not a problem because I tell 
them what to do," said Sharp with a 
grin. "They always complain to me 
that I'm too bossy. But I get 'em to 
work, so I guess it ain't nothing to 
ccHnplain about." 

Work is the name of the game in 
Kennedy's class. 

Although some of his students 
may be dubbed "discipline 
problems," for other teachers, 
Kennedy said that isi't a factor in 
his class. 

"Get them out here, put a 
hammer in their hand and they work 
like crazy," Kennedy beamed. 

He asked one student how many 
times he had been suspended this 
year. The boy answered "Oh, about 
two or three times." Thai Kennedy 
said, "Well, he's getting all A's in 
my class. 

Part of the reason is the 
atmosphere. He guides them in 
what to do, but the students do all 
the labor and leave the class 
physically tired from a hard day's 
work. 



"They actually do something in 
here," he explained. "They're not 
just sitting behind a de^. I'm must 
the student facilit^or. They do all 
the work. It's all student driven. 
They know what they need to do to 
get these done. They're the 
contractors. They need to get thea 
done on time." 

Aside from working outdoors (Hi 
the project, the students were 
required to give an oal report on a 
constmctKHi industry cattcr. The 
Hrst 18 weeks of class focus on 
manufacturing, where eight 
companies, or groups must devise 
plans for creating and producing a 
project. 

The last portion of the class 
iiKluded the production ot the sheds 
— six last year. 10 this year and at 
lea^ IS next year. 

Profits ftom the project are used 
to buy tools and sodas for the 
students, followed by a pizza paty 
and irq) to Busch Gardens tt the end 
of the school year. 

Although this year is at its end, 
Kennedy is looking ahead to next 
year. He already has orders to buiid 
IS sheds and is still looking for 
more. He has approximately ISO 
students signed up for next y^.

Combining exercise and charity 
is the name of the game for "Team 
In Training." The Leukemia 
Society of America, Virginia 
Chapter is recruiting runner sand 
walkers in the Norfolk/Virginia 
Beach area to run the Jan. 19 
Bermuda Marathon. "Team In 
Training" is a comprehensive 
training program for both novice 
and veteran runners and walkers.

Monies raised will be used for 
leukemia research to help find a 
cure by the year 2000.

Odyssey of the 
Mind team wins 
world competition

Who would have thought that 
some of the brightest minds in the 
world are right here in Hampton 
Roads? 

Seven students from Cape Henry 
Collegiate have earned this 
bragging right by taking first place 
in the world championship of 
Odyssey of the Mind. 

Last week the team, sporting 
their Odyssey of the Mind T-shirts 
and proudly wearing their gold 
medals, presented their mammoth 
trophy to the school's board of 
trustees. 

"The core of the team has plac«l 
1 1th at worlds twice. 1 have often 
wondCTed why are we so successful 
at this? I believe it goes back to the 
school. Creativity is very treasured 
at Cape Henry. Diverse thinking is 
appreciated and rewarded at Cape 
Henry," said Susan Fisher, a co- 
coachAcindergarten teacher at the 
school and mother of team monber 
Lauren Fisher. 

The competition, which was held 
at Iowa State University, is 
comprised of two parts. The first is 
referred to as "long term" because 
students are given the problem in 
September. The team was asked to 
choose one of five "long-term" 
categories to work out. These 
include: sbucture, vehicle, classics, 
handicap and taU tales. 

The Cape Henry team selected 
tall tales. The requirements of that 
category are that the vam prq^nes a 
skit which includes a tero, tmrcune, 
incredible frat and a surprise which 
explains the cmgin of scnnething.

objects given them. Through these 
non-verbal signals group two put 
the paddle balls into a requested 
sequence. 

"We couldn't have gotten a more 
perfect spontaneous question for us. 
We had practiced questions similar 
to the one we got a lot," said 14- 
year-old Mandi Warren. 

The team placed 12th in their 
skit, which was worth 250 points 
maximum, and first in spontaneous 
which is worth 100 points 
maximum. Their high score in the 
spontaneous, event pushed them 
into the first place spot. Only the 
top three teams are awarded with 
trophies and medals; but, those 
teams which took fourth, fifth and 
sixth place are recognized by having 
their names called at the awards 
ceremony. 

"By the time they had called out 
third I didn't think we had placed. 1 
had given up. We all hold hands 
when they announce the winners 
and I tried to take my hands away 
— but they wouldn't let me. When 
they called our name I couldn't 
believe it." said Anne Ruehrmund.

Odyssey of the Mind is now in 
its 18th year. Students from 
kindergarten to college level 
compete in four different divisions. 
Division one is kindergarten to fifth 
grade. Division two is sixth 
through eighth grade. Division 
three is ninth through I2ih grade. 
Division four is college level. 



This year there were more than 
S.OOO participants in the 
competition. StudeMs came from 
all over the U.S. and 20 foreign 
countries. 

"One of the best things about 
worlds is that I got to meet kids 
from all over the world — 
Germany, Canada, Ausffalia. We 
trade pins with people from other 
teams. It's neat." said 12-year-old 
Brian Fry. 

Just making it to "worids" is a 
feat in itself. The Cape Henry 
CoU^iate sQKknts fust had to win 
regionals which entailed competing 
against 15 teams from Tidewater, 
Chesapeake, Virginia Beach, 
Norfolk and the Eastern Shore. 
After regionals came the state 
competition where 20 teams rivaled 
to go on to the world finals. 

Thirteen teams from Virginia 
went on to compete for the world 
title. There were 59 teams total in 
the division two championships. 

"It's quite an achievement just to 
make it to worids much less 
hearing your name called...There are 
no losers at worlds. Every team has 
had to have had many wins to get 
there," said coach Fisher. 

The world champions worked 
hard for that title. TTiey met once a 
week for about two hours until 
Deceml)er when they started to pick 
up the i^ce meeting twice a week 
few around three hours. By February 
the team was in full throttle 
practicing about 10 hours a week. 



They worked on their dcit and 
practk^d sample spontaneous verbal 
and non-verbal [loblems. 

"We practiced together a lot and 
learned to work well as a team. 
We're all friends. We get along wd 
know each othos strengths. I think 
that's one reason we were able to 
win," said 12-year-old Racheal 
Wagner. 

Coaches are not allowed to give 
team members any answers. 

"The kids gain competence and 
confidence through O.M. They 
become vocal about their opinions 
yet they have learned to woric with 
others. It's great to watch them 
change. They mature through self- 
discovery. They have not been 
dictated to. They have iu:hieved 
something on their own whether 
they pl^e or not," said co-coach 
Peg Warren, mother of team 
member Mandi Warren. 

This year Cape Henry Collegiate 
has a total of four Odyssey of the 
Mind teams. One division one 
team. Two division two teams and 
one division three team.

Marine Science 
i\/luseum debuts 
$35 million, newly- 
expanded facility 

Features include 3-D IMAX Theater, 
300,000-gallon ocean aquarium

From tourists to pre-schoolers to 
budding young intellectuals, the 
newly-expanded Marine Science 
Museum, which opened Saturday, 
has something for everyone. 

A tourist from Texas marveled at 
the mermaid's purse, or skate egg 
case. He'd just seen one of those 
on the beach the day before, he said, 
but he thought the funny-looking 
black object "was just a piece of 
trash of some kind." 

Over in another wing, a middle 
school student patiently explained 
one hands-on exhibit to his younger 
siblings and one or two curious 
adults. 

"It's like sending the sound of 
dolphins." said Sean Millard, a 
rising seventh-grader at Princess 
Anne Middle School. 

He showed how to operate the 
device's controls so that the sound 
waves reflect on the monitor. 

"Dolphins send a sound from 
dieir mouths, and it bounces off of 
food, so they know where to look 
for food in murky water." 

The Norfolk Canyon Exhibit is 
one feature of the museum's new 
$3S million expansion diat opened 
Saturday. The expansion includes 
a SOO.OOO-gallon ocean aquarium, 
river otters, a state-of-the-art three- 
dimensional theater and outdoor 
pavilion. 

Although visitors can study 
computerized displays of wind 
patterns and ocean cuirents around 
the world, the museum's primary 
focus is on Virginia's waterways. 

Indoors, museum-goers can learn 
about tiny creatures that live in this 
area's muddy marshes, or they can 
see the peaks and valleys of the 
ocean floor as they might look 
from a submarine. Outdoors, the 
visitor can see river otters, 
shorebirds and interactive displays 



that feaove marsh insects mapifieu 
several times. 

The Atlantic Ocean Pavilion 
recreates the 35-mile long, 1.5-mile 
deep Norfolk Canyon, located off of 
the Virginia Beach coast. 
Scientists speculate that this 
muddy, sandy canyon may have 
been a drainage area for the 
Chesapeake Bay when sea levels 
woe lowCT. 

Now, it provides a home for 
countless species of sea creatures, 
and its museum model fascinates 
both tourists and locals. 

The exhibit includes a shipwreck 
model that depicts a crumbling ship 
decaying on the canyon's bottom. 
The visitors can see the rusty 
remains, and die awesome hills and 
valleys in the canyon, by looking 
upward from a simulated submarine 
porthole. 

Live sea turtles swim in the 
300,000-gallon open ocean 
aquarium, another feature of the 
Atlantic Ocean Pavilion. The 
young sea turtles, hatched in a 
North Carolina aquarium, will be 
released into the wild when they're 
about 2 years old. These animals, 
which weigh several hundreds 
pounds when they're mature, grow 
very slowly and the museum staff 
dtinks that the small 9-month-olds 
will have a better chance for 
survival when they're larger. 

One young turtle, a cross 
between a Kemps ridley and a 
loggeihe^l, has gained fame locally 
because of his rare breed. 

The aquariums will also include 
shailcs, barracuda and other large 
ocean dwellers but, at least for right 
now, the sea turtles seem to capture 
the most attention. 

"The sea turtles are the most 
magnificent creatures," said 
museum spokesperson Alice

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Be prepared 

"Summertime and the llvln' is easy" a ballad 
from "Porgy and Bess" ""goes. While this may be 
true, one of the toughest parts about summer is 
the weather — bad weather and sometimes lots 
of it. 

Already this month Hampton Roads has seen 
its share of "thunderboomers," but they are 
nothing compared to the destructive power of a 
hurricane. When £ire we due for another of these 
awesome displays of nature? Our near-brush 
with Hurricane Felix in '95 should remind us 
not to forget the credo of summer: Be prepared. 

The American Red Cross is among the first to 
arrive on the scene when disaster strikes. It 
offers these hurricane preparedness tips to keep 
on hand in event of an emergency. Keep them 
taped to the refrigerator or somewhere else in 
plan view: 

■ Prepare a personal evacuation plan. This 
means identifying ahead of time where you 
could go if you are told to evacuate. Choose 
several places, such as a friend's home in 
another town, a motel or a shelter. Keep the 
telephone numbers for these places handy, as 
well as a road map. Listen to local television and 
news radio stations for evacuation instructions. 

■ Prepare for a hurricane. This means 
assembling a disaster kit to include a first aid 
kit and essential medicines, a battery-powered 
radio, flashlights and extra batteries, canned 
food, a manual can opener and bottled water. 

You must also be prepared to turn off your 
home's utilities, and have plywood, nails and 
other materials on hand to board up your home. 
This is especially important if you live along the 
coastline. 

■ Find out what you need to know about a 
hurricane. The National Weather Service issues 
hurricane "watches" and "warnings." There is a 
difference. > _ 

A watch means a hurricane may hit the area. It 
is issued for a coastal area when there is the 
threat of a hurricane within 24 to 36 hours. A 
hurricane warning means a hurricane is likely 
headed for the area. It is issued when hurricane 
conditions are expected within 24 hours or less. 

■ When a hurricane is approaching, pay 
attention. Listen to radio and television 
broadcasts for updated storm information. Bring 
in garbage cans, lawn furniture, bicycles or 
anything else that can fly around and cause 
damage. 

Additionally, fill your car's gas tank and 
prepare to evacuate if told to do so. If you do not 
have to evacuate, stay inside and away from 
windows. 

■ After the hurricane passes, be cautious. 
Watch out for fallen power lines. Listen to the 
radio for information and instructions. Use a 
flashlight in the dark and try to avoid using 
candles. If you have evacuated, return home 
only when told it it safe to do so. 

Finally, remember that the Tidewater and 
Portsmouth /West Chesapeake chapters of the 
American Red Cross have materials to help your 
family plan for a storm or other disaster. Be 
prepared.

The world of computers. 
To a "megabyte misfit" like my- 
self, there are few things more im- 
posing than the pDspect of sitting 
down to an unfamiliar keyboard and 
learning the woikings of a software 
program. 

"Terrify- 
ing" is the 
only way to 
describe it.

remote control), I sat down for a 
"stimulating" hour of information. 
Evan was in heaven. 
He is, after all, the consummate 
computer nerd and makes a pretty 
good living at it. Even during our 
high school days when I didn't know 
a computer from a microwave oven, 
his fingers were flying over the key- 
boards, stroking commands and pull- 
ing apart hard drives to get at the 
"guts" of them. He and his best friend, 
Bruce, could sit for hours and debate 
the merits of one program over an- 
other, while I was left to wonder, 
"Just how do you turn this thing on?" 
Today, Evan is a LAN (local area 
network) administrator for the Naval 
Base and fleet; Bruce designs soft- 
ware programs for Microsoft Bill 
Gates, the father of "all that is good 
and decent in the world of comput- 
ers," is their hero (not to mention 
Bruce's boss!). 

Ten years later and I'm still trying 
to figure out how to turn on the moni- 
Ux when I encounter an unfamiliar 
computer. Sure, I type these words 
into my user-firiendly Macintosh that 
Evan bcHight for me to use at home, 
but I'm convinced that at any mo- 
ment it will gobble up everything I 
have written. I have little faith in 
computo^. 
It's not that I haven't tried. 
My first encounter with computers 
came when I was in eighth grade and 
attending The Williams School. By 
some miraculous windfall, someone 
donated several Apples to establish a 
conputer lab. With a flurry of bra- 
vado and much fanfare, a lab was 
established in a third floor room for- 
merly used for storage 



For our small school, it was quite a 
coup. In the early '80s, years before 
monitors, modems and CD roms be- 
came standard classroom equipment, 
we were "it." 

But what would we do with these 
miraculous contraptions? Even most 
of the teachers, who themselves 
hadn'theard the term "PC" (personal 
computer) seemed confused. 

So we played games. Twice a week 
we wouldclimb the flights of stairs to 
thatmakeshift computer lab and, with 
all the intelligence we could muster, 
would try our best to "learn" the 
computer. But I tell you what I did 
learn: how to play the game "Sneak- 
ers" well. I bet to this day I could 
make it to level four or so — and I'm 
not even good at video games! 

By high school I had no more mas- 
tered computers than the man on the 
moon. For extracurricular courses I 
chose creativewriting.joumalism and 
ait. Evan lived in the computer lab, 
his knowledge growing more vast 
every day under the tutelage of Mr. 
Wirt (the man revered as a Norfolk 
Collegiate institution). 

So as Evan and Bruce's knowl- 
edge of computers grew , I was still 
pecking out my papers on Mom's old 
typewriter and using correction fluid 
to cover my mistakes. 

Then the college years came. There 
was simply no escaping computers. 
If I was to make it in the real world, I 
learned, it was now or never. Be- 
sides, we were required to take either 
two math courses or one math course 
and one computer course. Not being 
a math genius either, I chose comput- 
ers. 

It-was an 8 a.m. class twice a week 
for 90 minutes of textbook learning 
supplemented by lab sessions. Our 
teacher, Mr. Varma, didn't speak 
English too well (he immigrated to 
the United States from India), but he 
had patience and a heart of gold. 

The tests weren't the real problem; 
the computer labs were. Located in 
the Service Enterprises building 
(which does most of the mass i»int- 
ing and mailings for the school), 
Campbell University's computer lab 
was somewhat of a dinosaur too — 
just like my early days at The Wil- 
liams School. 

Sitting down to a monstrous IBM 
with floppy disk in hand (does any- 
one use those anymore?), I'd cuss at 
the confounded machine as it metered 
me to "boot" md "reboot" 

Yeah, I wanted to give it the boot 
all right, but not the kind IBM was 
talking about 

We were assigned several projects 
in Lotus and Spreadsheet with care- 
ful instructions to record how long it 
took to complete our assignments. 
GlaiKing at my command guide more 



often than the screen, what would 
takeau^ned word processor 15min- 
utes took me something like three 
hours, 4S minutes and 33 seconds. 

I toathed the IBMs. I loathed the 
floppy disks. After a particularly bad 
lab session in which I found many 
mistakes in my printout (spellcheck 
was still light years away at 
Campbell), I'd loathe Mr. Varma. 

One day near the end of the semes- 
ter he gave us the assignment to end 
all assignments: design your resume. 

Using the example set forth in our 
textbook, I typed in all my vital infor- 
mation and struggled to make it look 
presentable. I hit this button and that. 
Then — POOF! — it was gone. Three 
hours of hard work lost in a key- 
stroke. 1 had committed the fatal er- 
ror and, I suppose, erased the whole, 
darned diing. 

Eventually I finished the thing and 
printed it out It looked OK, I guess, 
because my "class project" helped 
land me my first job with this com- 
pany! 

When I went in for my job inter- 
view with this company, one of the 
first things my boss did was sit me 
down at a computer (a Macintosh) 
with some notes. 

"Now, using this information, write 
me a short story," he commanded. 

I locked at the computer in terrOT. 

"Just don't hit the return key at the 
end of each line. It'll make a new 
paragraph," he added. 

Of course, I did hit the return key 
(hey, I was still accustomed to my 
faithful typewhtet) and start plenty 
of new paragraphs. The story looked 
a mess, but I suppose the essential 
information was there in logical ot- 
dCT. I got the job and was well on my 
way into the world of 
"computerdom." 

It's been more than five years since 
that day when I was a f)resh-f£K:ed 
college grad and lo(dcing for my first 
professional job. I've learned a lot 
about modems and CD roms, mega- 
bytes and applications, but I still feel 
lost in the world of mechanisms. 

Even though everyone tells me how 
much easier life is with all this tech- 
nology, I long for those simple days 
with my Smith-Corona. I love to hear 
stories firomold-tinms about linotype 
machines and the old presses, versus 
today's laser printers and other won- 
dos. 

Just once, I'd like lohear the sound 
of a hundred clicking type writo^ that 
you see so much in old movies. I'd 
like to pull a fresh sheet of cq)y from 
the typewriter and yell, "Print it!" 

Now we just cuss when the laser 
printer keeps jamming or the toner 
cartridge is bad. 

The world of computers? Ain't it 
grand?

Playing the 
numbers game 
could make for 
easier motoring 

In a recent pe^tation to Chesa- 
peake City Council, councilman Joe 
Newman pointed out the results of a 
study made last year by the firm of 
Michael Baker, Jr. Inc. that was pub- 
lished by the Virginia Department of 
Transportation. The study was un- 
dertaken for the "Third Crossing of 
Hampton 
Roads." 

Newman 
said, "One of 
the fu^t facts 
that none of 
us can argue 
with ip the 
fact that the 
Hampton 
Roads 
Bridge Tun- 
nel is very 
heavily used. 
Matter-of- 
fact, from 
1993 to 1994 
the number 

of30-minute

The report, stated that in order to 
reduce the numb^ of cars on the 
Hampton Roads Bridge Tunnel 
(HRBT), the interstate numbering 
could be changed and that could pro- 
vide reduction in congestion on the 
Hampton Roads Bridge Tunnel. 

Newman went on to point out that 
the suggestion that made so much 
sense to both the cities of Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake was to change 
themarkingatthecoliseum in Hamp- 
ton and have Interstate 64 follow 
what is rK)w 1-664 through the Moni- 
tor Merrimac Memorial Bridge 
Tunnel to Bowers Hill. 

At that point 1-64 would continue 
on what is now 1-64 in Chesapeake 
with the exception that now the di- 
rectional marking would go in the 
right direction (currently many 
motorists get confused when they are 
driving toward Suffolk on 1-64 and 
they know they are heading due west 
and the interstate is marked that they 
are going east That is why the direc- 
tional signs have been removed along 
that part of the interstate.) 

Interstate 64 would then pass all 
the. way through Chesapeake and 
when one comes to the interchange 
(where 1-64, 1-264 and Route 44 meet 
now) the markings of 1-64 would go 
all the way to the oceanfront. Thus 
the interstate would end who-e it natu- 
rally should, at the end of the land. 
TTiat then begs the questicm, "What 
would all this do?" It would give the 
tourist a simple and direct route that 
would keep them from the heavio' 
traffic and let the Hampton Roads 
Bridge Tunnel be easier to drive. 

Newman says, "We are trying very 
. hard to work with the traffic patterns, 
not only for Virginia Beach, but also 
for the Outer Banks. With the above 
listed outline, then those motorists 
who are going to North Carolina 
would use routes 104 and 17, not 
Route 168 that is so heavy now." 

Finally , Newman concludes, "Who 
would win in the big picnire? The 
motoring public. Who would lose? 
Those who want to protect their own 
interest and not the greater goo4" 
To that we say "amen."

TTic first Francis Land came from 
Barbados and was in Lower Norfolk 
County before 1637,foritisrecorded 
that Adam Thorowgood tock him to 
cam in a boundary dispute. 

His first grant was fw 270 acres 
recorded in 1649. He received an 
additional 
750 acres in 
1654 for the 
transporta- 
tion of others 
into the 
colony. This 
holding was 
on a branch 
of the 

Lynnhaven 
River before 
it dried up. It 
was also near 
Thomas 
Keeling's 
pant of 1640 
as well as 
near William 
Shipp'sgrant 
of 1647. 
He was a 
vestryman and a church warden and 
was active in church affairs. He was 
in court several times for not paying 
bills, but he was still accepted in the 
inner circle of the upper class. 

The Francis Land House was built 
by the first Francis Land's grandson, 
Captain Francis Land III, in 1732 as 
that is the date noted on a brick on an 
outside wall. Francis Land III died in 
1736. 

It is considered one of the finest 
18th-century houses in Virginia 
Beach and is typical of the dwellings 
built by the more prosperous plant- 
ers. It is of Flemish bond brick and 
has a wide hall with two rooms on 
either side. Four bedrooms are on the 
second floor. The walls are 1 8-inches 
thick. The timbers are hewn 10-by- 
lOinches, cut nails, blacksmith m^^, 
where nails were usedatall.appear in 
the wood. The roof is the gambrel 
type. 

The two rooms to the right of the 
hall downstairs have the (Miginal pine 



panelling. The ceiling is also of very 
wide heart of pine. The floors are 
original pine. 

Two insicte chimneys, one at each 
end, have fireplaces in ea;h room. 
The basemoit has two fireplxes and 
a well was adjacent to one. A brick 
wall runs from the front to the back, 
dividing the basement into two parts, 
a doorway in this wall connecting 
them. This partition is continuous as 
a wall up between the hall and rooms 
on the main floor. Confederate loyal- 
ists were said to have been impris- 
oned in the basement of the house by 
Union troops at one point during the 
Civil War. 

The house is considered to have 
some unusual features: 

■ A brick firewall through the 
center of the house from the base- 
ment to the roof. 

■ High beams running the length 
of the house visible in the basement. 

■ An outside door in the formal 
dining room. 

The last Francis Land, Francis V, 
had no sons, only two daughters and 
when the daughters and their hus- 
bands quarreled over the division of 
the estate, the house and its contents 
were sold at public auction with all 
the prominent men in the county as 
buyers. It passed out of the Land 
family in 1825. 

When the Francis Land House lo- 
cated at 3131 Virginia Beach Blvd. 
was in danger of being destroyed for 
a shopping center in 1975, the city 
purchased it and 35 acres of land 
surrounding it. All but the three acres 
around the house have been devel- 
oped with commercial buildings com- 
patible with the style and period of 
the house. The house is listed on the 
Virginia Landmarks Commission's 
List of Historic Landmarks and the 
United States Department of the Inte- 
rior List of Historic Places. 

It is open to the public Thursday 
through Saturday, 9 a.m. - 5 p.m. and 
Sunday, noon - 5 p.m. It is closed on 
Mondays. An admission fee is 
charged: $2 for adults, $1 fw stu- 
dents 6 to 1 8 mid children under 6 are 
free.

She calls it "Earth Art," a name that 
implies so much. Yet Jan Barco's woric must 
be seen to truly be felt. 

Molding and shaping the wet clay, the 
Virginia Beach artisan can easily imagine 
how primitive man must have felt as he 
drew crude drawings on a cave wall or 
crafted a functional pot with only the 
available materials — earth and water. 
Barco's pieces echo a past before the 
trappings of modem society and man. 

Dressed this day in a tiger-print blouse and 
pants and seated at her favorite Beach 
haunt, Rudee's, just a stone's dirow from her 
studio, Barco sits on a stool quietly sipping 
a cool drink. But she seems ready to jump 
up from her chair at any moment, energy 
unleashed, and dash about the room. Or 
pounce, perhaps, as her feline attire 
suggests? 

"Call it whatever you want, I feel like an 
untamed spirit," she readily admits. "I'll 
jump up on the stage any day and let loose." 

An artist in many ways — musician, poet, 
potter — Barco's skills come alive at night. 
As the cool evening air settles over the 
oceanfront, the Virginia Beach native heads 
to the studio shed next to her house and 
works until the early hours with leaUier and 
clay. 

Presently she is creating a series of drums 
and vases, but there is always time for a 
whimsical-yet-functional, fish-shaped 
platter, or perhaps a wall hanging or two 
highlighted with earthy colors: browns, reds, 
greens and blues. 

"Everything I've done always seems Indian 
or rustic-influenced. I'm always asking my 
mom, 'Are you sure there aren't some 
Indians in our family?'" she smiled. 

But the influences are not limited. She 
also seeks to capture African and Latin 
cultures; the latter mainly through her 
music, the fwmer in her art. 

Barco, who has owned galleries in 
Virginia Beach and West Palm Beach, Fla., 
prefers her work to be "unglossed, 
unpolished," unlike much of die high-glitz 
commercial art on the market today. In 
short, she likes to keep it simple. , 

"All that glue, dyes — you can't take but 
so much of it. I don't like the covering up, 
glossing over the truth of what's really 
below. Mine (artwork) is still functional, but 
it's got mood and emotion. I guess it depends 
of how you see it. The feeling is deep down; 
we're all from the Earth," she said.

Artists Gallery, a co-op at 24th Street and 
Pac^c Aveniu.

Retirement programs are 
not just a 'perk' for top 
management anymore 



Greater numbers of employed 
Americans arc receiving a basic 
education in investing, courtesy of 
their employers, to help them 
grow their retirement nest eggs in 
401(k) and other self-directed 
savings plans, a new survey by 
William M. Mercer Incorporated, 
suggest. 

Tliree-quartcrs of companies, up 
from just 44 percent three years 
ago, now offer such investment 
education programs that were once a 
^ perk for top managers or those soon 
to retire. Paced by the rapid increase 
in 401(k) plans, the programs have 
trickled down the ranks. A large 
majority of employers with 
education programs presently make 
them available to all employees, 
although st)me~ exclude union 
workers. 

The survey was conducted among 
executives of 262 large and mid-size 
companies nationally. 

"Companies have moved in cast 
numbers to put more retirement 
investment choices — and 
investment risk — squarely on 
employees' shoulder," said Mary 
Kenny in Mercer's Richmond 
office. "But few employees, 
including white-collar 
professionals, fully understand the 
most basic investing principles or 
the workings of financial markets. 
As a result, corporate America is 
beginning to step up its 
commitment to educating 
employees about how to be more 
savvy investors." 



Young cmifloyees— Those" 
below age 25 — pose a particular 
challenge for employers' investment 
education efforts. More than half of 
the surveyed companies (54 percent) 
say that young employees are less 
likely to participate in their 401(k) 
and other retirement savings plans 
and more than two-thirds (67 
percent) report comparatively lower 
contributions by young savers. To 
get across the message that it pays 
to save early in life, a large mmber 
of the companies (59 percent) either 
have, plan, or are considering, 
investment education materials that 
are specifically tailored to young 
employees. 

In fact, the message to "save 
early" is one that employers 
emphasize strongly to all 
employees as part of their 



investment education programs. 
Among the most prevalent topics 
the programs covct are: 

■ the importance ef saving early 
(addressed in 95 percent of 
programs); 

■ the performance history of 
funds offered through the plan (89 
percent); 

■ the performance history of 
asset classes (79 percent); 

■ risk/reward trade-offs (77 
percent); 

■ characteristics of investment 
classes (76 percent); and, 

■ how to determine needed 
retirement income levels (68 
percent). 

Only a scant 15 percent of the 
participants, however, touch on the 
subject of the impact of health care 
costs in retirement. 

"This is an important, but 
understandable, omission," said 
Kenny. "Looking out in time, few 
employers are willing to speculate 
on health care generally, or in 
some cases the likelihood of their 
continuing to provide health 
benefits for retirees. Against this 
background, it is difficult for 
employers to do more than advise 
employees that they should expect 
to pay a growing amount for health 
care in retirement." 

Despite the upsurge in employees 
financial education efforts, not all 
companies are fully satisfied that 
their programs are achieving top 
results, they survey respondents arc, 
at best, only moderately convinced 
of their success. Fewer than one- 
quarter rate their program as 
"extremely successful" against 
measurements that include level of 
participation in the 401(k) or other 
savings plan, employee 
contfibution levels, efficiency of 
asset allocation and employee 
participation in — and feedback on 
— the education program;

As the Olympic torch speeds 
its way one carrier at a time to 
the summer games in Atlanta, 
Crestwood Middle School ed- 
ucator Chris Brumm is shaping 
up for the dream of a lifetime. 

Brumm, a physical educa- 
tion teacher and head football 
coach, will be interning at the 
Olympics to fulfill Old Domin- 
ion University master's degree 
requirements. 

The 28-year-old resident of 
Chick's Beach is prepped to 
go for his first day in Atlanta 
June 24, where he will be 
working in the weightlifting 
events. Brumm began his 
quest for an internship more 
than a year ago. but wasn't 
willing to settle for just any- 
thing. 

"1 didn't want to get some 
sort of 'gofer' internship, be- 
cause I'd been in college and 
seen these internships where 
people file papers and make 
coffee for six weeks. No way," 
he said. 

Brumm entertained thoughts 
of working with a professional 
team, but knew he didn't want 
to do anything educational 
since he's already in that field. 

"1 looked into the Washing- 
ton Redskins, Carolina Pan- 
thers, Charlotte Hornets, At- 
lanta Braves — I've got a list . 
this long," he said, gesturing 
to his outstretched arm. 

He even looked into his 
alma mater, Virginia Tech. 

"Then I thought maybe 
health and fitness and applied 
to Palm Springs, Corpus 
Chrisii and a bunch up in 
Tyson's Comer area, which is 
where I'm from originally. But 
things wo-en't opening up very 
well.

Persevering, Brumm never 
forgot the adage "If at first you 
don't succeed, try, try again."

But Brumm wanted to "go 
for the gold." He wanted At- 
lanta. He wouldn't quit. 

"I pursued Atlanta, which I 
found out was called the At- 
lanta Committee for the 
Olympic Games, about a year 
and a half ago. It was a series 
of phone calls; S300 phone 
bills. $200 bills, ridiculous." ^ 

This past February, on a 
whim, Brumm made a random 
call to the Atlanta Committee. 

Success at last. 

"I talked to this girl down 
there, just a secretary, and she 
said, 'You're not going to be- 
lieve this. They had an execu- 
tive committee meeting 48 
hours ago to the minute and 
decided on 17 intern slots,'" 
Brumm recalled. 

The only catch was he had 
to be there in Atlanta for an 
on-site interview within days.

"But I feel fortunate," 
Brumm said. "I hear they had 
45.000 applications from peo- 
ple who just wanted to volun- 
teer!" 

Understandably, Brumm is 
on cloud nine. This Sunday 
he'll pick up his uniform, then 
it's off to the Atlanta. 

^ "Jttook a while for it to sink 

in," said Brumm, who admits 
he learned a valuable lesson 
in patience. 

He laughed, reflecting on 
the fact that three days after 
he accepted his Olympic in- 
ternship, he was offered an in- 
terview with the Dallas Cow- 
boys. But he's not about to turn 
down this opportunity. 

"I always dreamed of one 
day running track in the 
Olympics," he smiled. "It 
looks like I will get to the 
Olympics; this is just another 
way to get there." 



Council gets tough on fish ponds, pits

Ordinances adopted by city 
council last week tighten 
requirements for excavating farm or 
fish ponds hauling fill materials 
off-site. 

The ordinances essentially are 
desiped to level the playing field 
between operators of stormwater 
management facilities, fish or pond 
ponds and operators of borrow pits 
that may all have materials hauled 
offsite. 

Just prior to approval of the 
ordinances, however, council 
learned that Thcmpson Hauling had 
earlier fited a suit against the city to 
enjoin the city from stopping his 
operation at the fish pond 
excavation owned by Steve Barnes 
on Colechester Road. 

Thomps}n maintains that he has 
been ahible to fill his contracts 
because of the 90-day restriction 
placed on tl» n»d — Colechester 
Road was posted to an eight ton 
limit. The intention was to provide 
a temporary solution to the truck 
u-affic on the narrow road which 
resicknts said was unsafe. 

The ordinances approval Tuesday 
are part of a long-tam solution. 

The measures offer some 
protection for residents of 
subdivisions where fish ponds, not 
subject to borrow pit restrictions, 
are consittoed by residents to be a 
detriment to tlieir neighborhoods 
mostly because of the truck tfaffic 
oR'wadeqveitnadi. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley 
emphasized the fact that the 
ordiimoces do not pcriiibit hauling 
{torn ates, but that the excavations, 
including fish ponds, will need a 
permit to haul material from the 
sites. Ife said that tte (^dinraces. 
addressing the health, safety and 
welfare of citizens are permitted 
uixler the pdice autlKxity of the 
city.,

"I assure you," she said, "(the 
Sandbridge Road operation) is a fish 
pond." 

She also said she has been 
excavating since November 1995 
but can complete the operation in 
six months, but would have to 
move 250 truckloads a day to meet 
that time scl^dule.

Marine Science Museum expands

Scanlon. They're beautiful, and to 
see them swim is something most 
people will never be able to do. It's 
an amazing feat that we're bringing 
this to people." 

"I want to see the baby sea 
turtles," agreed a small child who 
was elbowing her way past her 
mother to get a closer look. 

Visitors can experience the 
sensation of being underwater in the 
three-dimensional IMAX theater, 
funded by The Family Channel qt 
Virginia Beach. A 35-minute film, 
shot off of the California coast, 
allows close-up views of sea 
creatures breeding, protecting their 
young and searching for food in the 
underwater kelp forest. 

The boardwalks and trails in the 
Owls Creek Marsh Pavilion link 
the museum's southern and northern 
ends. They also provide human 
visitors with exhibits that allow 
them to better understand the 



creatures that live in the salt marsh 
environment. Onlookers can 
observe river otters underwater and 
watch tiny marsh creatures through 
magnifying video cameras. This 
pavilion also includes an interactive 
theater and visitors can get an 
overview of marsh life through an 
orientation film. 

Aquariums and a Chesapeake Bay 
exhibit were among the primary 
exhibits when the museum opened 
in 1986. Expansion plans began in 
1987, but it was August, 1994 
before the ground was broken for 
the expansion, which increases the 
museum's size from 40,000 to 
120,000 square feet. It was funded 
largely through the city's Tourism 
Growth Investment Fund and 
through private donations raised by 
the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum Foundation. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, in her 
opening remarks at Saturday's 
ribbon-cutting ceremony, credited 
the city's civic organizations and 



Mac Rawls, director of the 
Department of Museums, for the 
ambitious expansion. 

"It grew out of the grassroots of 
the city of Virginia Beach," she 
said. Rawls, she added, "had this 
vision 10 years ago" and persisted 
until it became reality. "He's 
tenacious, once he gets the bit in 
his teeth he won't let go." 

Oberndorf and others said the 
museum would attract out-of-town 
visitors and enhance the quality of 
life for city residents. 

"It's beautiful, it'5 just great," 
said Lee Dubree, a member of the 
Resort Area Advisory Committee, 
after he toured the facility. "It will 
draw people here and bring them 
back to the city." 

The museum will also offer 
dolphin boat watch trips, 
educational programs and day camps 
for youth this summer, and 
overnight programs this summer.

for the last name of Burden and a 
birth dale. 

A further search for her sister in 
the Norfolk area reached a dead end. 

She Slopped looking. 

Then, about a year ago, she met 
someone who had an investigative 
background and told him her story. 
He was interested in helping her 
find her sister. 

"Between July and April of '96, 
he just worked on it on the side 
through data base information and 
phone calls and connections he 
had," Baggctt explained. 

Her friend was able to turn up 
bits and pieces of information: she 
was bom in Nebraska and attended 
elementary school there; her social 
security number was issued in 
Massachusetts and she now lived in 
California. Part of the paper trail 
wound through Colorado as well. 

They came up with a name — 
Edna Sharon Burden. Baggett had 
no way of knowing that her sister 
didn't like the name Edna and had it 
legally changed to Sharon, 
reversing her first and middle 
names. But she did know her 
grandmother s name was Edna. 

Meanwhile, Baggeus friend 
searched the case twice, coming to 
the same conclusion both times — 
a name and address in Laguna 
Niguel, Calif. They also had a 
phone number. But they didn't 
know if it was really her sister. 

When Baggett called the phone 
number, it was a voice mail 
message box for a person named 
Steve Davis. 

"I didn't know that the Steve 
Davis on the answering service was 
really my brother-in-law," said 
BaggeU. 

Baggett didn't know who he was 
and didn't want to leave a message 
of such a personal nature. 

Finally, she realized she had no 
choice. If she wanted to find her 
sister, she had to write a letter to 
the mysterious address and hope for 
the best 

"In the letter I included some 
information I had found in my 
search to prove my point and to 
make it cr^Ue." ste said. 

She then mailed the letter 
cenified return receipt to the 
California addie^. B%^ incIisM 
some pages from the adoption 
r^^wds tlw referr^ lo Sharoi and a 



picture of herself. 

"The following Friday, April 12, 
I called home (from work) to check 
my messages and had a message 
from a florist that they were trying 
to deliver me flowers," Baggett 
recalled. 

"1 knew that it wasn't my 
birthday and that I wasn't dead and 
unless I had a secret admirer, I just 
couldn't figure out who could be 
sending me flowers." 

When she p)t home from wwk, a 
basket of spring flowers awaited 
her. She read the card and was a bit 
confused by it, due to a spelling 
error on the florist's part, and she 
still didn't loiow who Steve Davis 
was. 

"When I first read the card, I 
thought the florist had delivered 
them to the wrong person," she 
mused. 
The card read: 

'Thank you for all the work you 
did. For the smile you put on my 
wife's face. Except (expect) phone 
call for 2 p.m. (PST). Saturday the 
13th and continuous therecfter. 
Steve Davis. " 

When she realized that PST 
meant Pacific Standard Time instead 
of the more familiar EST, Baggett 
realized the flowers were from 
California. It could only be from 
one person. Her brother-in-law. 

When she checked her mail box 
that afternoon, she received the 
return receipt from the letter she had 
mailed. It conuined her sister's 
signature. 

"Needless to say, I was ecstatic 
— beside myself." 

The next day ha sister called, as 
the card stated. 

"Wc talked for almost two 
hours," said Baggctt. "It was very 
exciting and we spoke on the phone 
every weekend for the next six 
wedcs until I flew out there." 

Getting to California was a feat 
in itself. Family and friends pitched 
in to help out with tlw flip. 

"The generosity of cvaybody has 
been overwhelming," said Baggett. 
Tvc grt seme damn good fri«Mls." 
Her parents, grandmother and 
brother were very supportive as 
well. 
Through the phone calls 
and visit, Baggett learned many 
things about toself md Im* uoa. 

"We had such din^erem lives," 
said Baggett 'We r^ly did. She 
was in and CMit of fo9»' homes 



when she was younger and ended up 
living with relatives in 
Massachusetts and also in 
Colorado." 

Sharon met Steve in Colorado 
where he was stationed in the 
Army. They went to California 
together when he was transferred. 
Steve was then starioned in 
Vietnam for one year. At that time, 
Sharon came back to Norfolk. 

"I had to be in high school or my 
last year of college, so we were 
both in the Norfolk area at the same 
lime" said Baggett. "My mom said 
it was too bad they didn't know 
about Sharon, because they would 
have done something about it — at 
least tried to contact her or 
something." 

Later, when Steve returned, they 
went back to California and 
married. 

That wasn't the first time their 
paths nearly crossed. 

"Sharon had started a family 
history about eight years ago, and 
was told by our maternal 
grandmother, who is now about 90 
and living in Florida, that Sharon's 
mother had given birth to another 
baby after Sharon was born,"

"When Sharon confronted her 
mother with this information, she 
was told that I had died," she 
continued.

Now that they have met, Baggett 
said, the two will definitely keep in 
touch. 

The hardest part of her wrek-long 
trip was coming back to her home 
in Hilltop. 

"We were very sad to leave wich 
other and we cried a lot," Baggett 
said. "1 cried half way home because 
I haled to leave, but also ba;ause I 
was h^)py to have found my sister 
and her family, knowing that they'll 
be a part (rf my life forevo'. 

"It's just a shame that we live so 
fffl- apart from each odier — me <mi 
cme coast aid ho- on tte otho-."

Corporate Landing, the city's 
commercial/office park on 
General Booth Boulevard that for

Economic Development 
Director Donald Maxwell was 
upbeat at a city council work 
session Tuesday when he 
presented recommendations of a 
^cial task force appointed by 
city council in February 1995 to 
re-evaluate the Corporate Landing 
Master Plan. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
commented that "everyone 
thought we would never get 
Corporate Landing off ,the 
ground." Now she's hoping that 
new business will help pay the 
costs that the city has been 
carrying on its own. 

Maxwell said that the center 
will make some headway in that 
direction and potential purchasers 
of the property are showing 
increasing interest each night. He 
promised he would make a report 
on the progress within the next 30 
days. 

Maxwell reported the city has 
received three offers for 40 acres 
of property which has been 
designated for retail use, but will 
reject all of the offers because the 
prospects insist on having a large 
supermarket as an anchor. 

The residents of the area, who 
have been included in plans for 
Corporate Landing, do not want a 
supermarket because they feel 
that the area has adequate service 
in that respect They would, 
iM^Sxef. Maxwell said, like a 
restaurant. Present zoning does 
not permit a restaurant. Maxwell 
said he was expecting two or 
three more offers for the 
development of the property. 

Two buildings already are 
located at the center — 
headquarters for Al-Anon, and 
Oceana Sensors Technology, and 
two others are under construction, 
Membership Marketing Services 
and JFH (Jobs for the 
Handicapped) — and the 
Heritage Store has an option on 
another piece of property. 

The Task Force has 
recommended an additional 
expenditure by the city of S2.25 



million. 

About $2 million would be 
needed to complete Corporate 
Landing Parkway, a half-mile 
extension between General Booth 
Boulevard and Dam Neck Road 
to encourage through traffic. This 
would create a higher level of 
visibility for Corporate Landing's 
available property and improve 
access to the park. 

Another $250,000 would be 
needed to build out the entrance 
landscaping at the intersection of 
Corporate Landing Parkway and 
General Booth Boulevard and 
landscape the General Booth 
Boulevard frontage of the park. 
Annual maintenance of the 
landscaping would cost $10,000, 
said Maxwell. 

Also recommended were: 

■ The evaluation of the 
relocation of one of the lakes to 
create an additional storm water 
management system which would 
accommodate R 7 D property and 
enhance property values and 
sales. 

■ Evaluation of the potential 
for the creation of a second 
entrance off Dam Neck Road 
west of the existing entrance and 
located at the end of the existing 
Perimeter Parkway. 

Council later, on the 
recommendation of the Task 
Force, modified proffers so the 
original zoning to add 
manufacturing, public buildings 
and grounds and heliports as 
permitted uses within the R & D 
(Research and Development 
Office Warehouse District) and 
the MDO (Medium Density 
Office Use District). Heliports 
would not be permitted witbin 500 
feet of residentially-zoned 
property. 

Serving on the Task Force are 
councilmen Robert K. Dean and 
W.W. Harrison Jr., a member of 
the community (G. Tainter), 
representatives of the 
Development Authority (K. 
Palmer and R. Ray), 
representatives of the business 
community (R. Foster, J. Gibson 
and B. Sauynders), a member of 
the Planning Commission (J.

Consolidation 
would save 
schools, city 
thousands

Consolidation and partial 
con.solidation of five school board 
and city side functions would cut 
costs by as much as $200,000, 
according to Patricia A. Phillips, 
city finance director. 

The city's and school board's 
finance departments have been 
working together on ways the two 
city agencies can consolidate or 
partially consolidate or partially 
consolidate printshop, purchasing, 
accounts payable — accounting 
and payroll functions, not only for 
cost savings, but for fiscal 
accountability and improved 
service. 

At a workshop Tuesday, 
Phillips said that the school board 
apparently supports most of the 
changes, except for the payroll. 
School officials feel that changes 
would have to be made with the 
human resources system at the 
same lime. 

Also, the school board took no 
position on any of the proposed 
changes, choosing instead to 
defer to the new school board 
taking office July 1. 

Phillips said that the net 
savings for the dm ye^ would be 
S75,600, but during the second 
year. $173,400. A capital cost for 
the school prim shop of $110,000 
also could be avoided and a 
$30,0(K) savings in print shop 
maintenance cost could be saved. 
In the process the number of 
positions in the various functions 
would be reduced by seven — 
one has already been eliminated. 
Outlining the changes in the 
print shop functions where most of 
the savings would accrue, David 
Grocbmai of general services, 
said that four school employees 
would be transferred to the city, 
avoiding a $110,000 capital cost 
of relocating the school print shop 
and saving $30,000 in equipment 
maintenance. 

Some disagreement surfaced on 
whether the print shop should be 
located in city hall or in the 
school administration building. 

Peak periods of print shop 
usage for the schools and the city 
differ so that one shop could 
handle both agencies. Also, said 
Grochmal, the school shop can 
provide finishing services which 
the city currently farms out. The 
school system's expertise could 
be used to save money. 

In the purchasing area, the plaA 
is lo transfer 11 out of the 14 
school employees to the city 
which presently has 13, to 
eliminate three positions for a 
personnel saving of $76,000, save 
S5,000 on software maintenance 
since both offices use the same 
software. Hiillips said that city 
staff realizes it needs to work 
closely and communicate 
effectively to understand 
particular requirements of the 
school network, including 83 
schools. 

In the ^xounis receivable mm, 
six of the eight school employees 
would be transferred to the city; 
one position wmild be eliminated 
for a savings of $26,000. and two 
employees would be retain in the 
school system to approve all 
transactions. The last provision 
led councilman Harold 
Heischober to conclude that those 
two positions are the key to the 
whole system. 

In the acciiuniing area, two 
school positions would be 
transferred to the city (schools 
have already eliminated a v^ant 
accountant position), schools 
would prepare their own financial 
reports and do accounting for 
individual schools, the city would 
do grants and other accounting 
and a potential would be crated 
for reduced overtime for the 
school stafl^. 

The most complex area, said 
Phillips, is payment because the 
city and the ^ihools use different 
systems. In (set, the system u^d 
by the schools was discarded by 
the city years ago. Since the 
payroll system lies in with the 
human resources system 
operation, the human rescMirces 
system needs to be 
re{xogramm^.

John Warner's impressive victory 
in a Republican primary that drew 
almost a half-million voters raises 
the question: S hould state law require 
political parties to open their 
nom inations more often to the general 
public? 

Existing law allows incumbent 
membersof the General Assembly to 
choose the 
method of 
nomination 
for the office 
they hold, 
whether by 
primary or 
convention. 
This is a 
device of 
s e 1 f - 
protection 
legislators 
have granted 
themselves, 
but not 
others. 

For all 
other state, 
local and 
federal offices, the poUtical parties 
may choose the method of nomination 
— except in those instances where an 
incumbent was previously nominated 
by fMimary. This is the provision of 
state law that assured John Warner a 
primary in 1996. 

He had persuaded a doubtingGOP 
state central committee to grant him 
a primary in 1990, which he won by 
default. Once nomination by primary, 
all incumbents in Virginia have a 
perpetual right to a primary unless 
waived. 

The existing state standards for 
qualifying a candidate in a primary, 
while fairly high, is not unreasonable. 
The state has a legitimate interest in 
discouraging frivolous candidates. In 
a primary for statewide office, 
candidatesmusthavepetitions signed 
by one-half of 1 percent of all re- 
gistered vote's, and not less than 200 
in every congressional district. 

Under this provision, Warner and 
Jim Miller had to submit petitions 
containing the signatures of at least 
16,000 voters, which is a task far 
from easy to accomplish. Candidates 
nominated by convention are not 
required to have petitions. 

It was always my view that John 
Warner could have won re- 
nomination in a GOPstaie convention 
provided he mobilized business 
leaders in the larger counties and 
cities to recruit delegates from among 



their friends and associates. 

Compared to a bruising battle in 
more than 125 local mass meetings, 
the primary wastheeasierandcleaner 
way. It's also hard to arpe with the 
assumption this primary produced the 
party's strongest candidate. 

But the general-election test of 
candidates nominated by primary vs. 
convention is decidedly mixed. 
Democrats began avoiding primaries 
after their bloody affair of 19698 was 
seen as helping to elect the state's 
first Republican governor this 
century. 

Only once since then — in 1977 — 
have Democrats nominated their 
candidate for governor by primary. 
And the 1977 primary, which saw an 
upset by the populist Henry Howell, 
is also credited with electing another 
Republican governor. 

After that experience, Democrats 
settled on a rather brutal method of 
choosing delegates to their state 
conventions. Unlike Republicans, 
who spread their mass meetings over 
anumberof weeks. Democrats choose 
their convention delegates on two 
days only. 

Whatever you think of this 
arrangement, it has produced more 
winners than losers. From 1978 
through 1993, Democrats nominated 
16 statewide candidates by 
convention and elected 11 of them. 

The Republican record is less 
impressive. If you count as a win the 
substitution of John Warner in 1978 
after convention nominee Richard 
Obenshain was killed inaplanecrash, 
the GOP has elected only five of its 
14 candidates nominated by 
convention since 1978. 

Faced with three strong candidates 
for governor in 1989, the GOP did 
opt for a primary. But the winner, 
Marshall Coleman, lost a close 
election to Douglas Wilder. The 
conventional wisdom has been former 
Sen. Paul Trible was the party's 
strongest candidate for govnnor that 
year and would have been nominated 
in a convention. 

There are some other problems with 
primaries. First, Virginians do not 
register by party. There is legitimate 
concern in both parties about opening 
their nominatingprocess to those who 
have no abiding loyalty to the party 
— or who may actually be trying to 
sabotage it by voting for the worst 
candidate. 

The second problem is more 
immediately apparent: the role of 
money in politics, or the lack thereof. 
In the two most recent statewide 



primaries, the incumbent U.S. 
senat(»'s enjoyed such a tremendous 
advantage in campaign funds as to 
make the task of their challengers all 
but impossible. 

In that sense, conventions are not 
only a lot cheaper and more 
democraticOi/ 

The third problem with primaries 
is that taxpayers must pay to open the 
public, which runs about $500,000. 
This is clearly justified when the 
turnout is good. But hard to justify 
when the polls isn't very interested 
and die candidates have neither the 
money nor the political sex appeal to 
excite that interest. 

To the extent either party has a 
problem with its nominating process 
it's the GOP, which suggests 
Democratic legislators wouldn't be 
interested in liberalizing state law to 
grant moreprimaries. Many observers 
see the OOP's conservative wing 
having the clout to nominate 
candidates like Oliver North who 
can't wina general election and might 
notwinaprimary. But I believe North 
would have won a GOP primary in 
1994. 

There are, of course, good ar- 
guments in favor of primaries. Even 
in a low turnout, far more voters have 
had a say than would show up at t he 
best-attended convention. And, in 
terms purely political, primary 
winners have already organized for 
an election and honed their message 
to appeal to a broader electorate. 

The new GOP state chairman, Del. 
Randy Forbes of Chesapeake, will 
shortly name a committee to study all 
aspects of the party's nominating 
process. He knows Republicans have 
left some likely victories on the floor 
at divisive conventions, like the one 
that nominated North, but isn't 
persuaded primaries are a magic 
potion. 

In an ideal world, a serious can- 
didate desiring a primary should be 
able to get one. Perhaps the proper 
threshold should be the same one- 
half of 1 percent of voters now 
required to be listed on a [Himary 
ballot. That is, if a candidate is able to 
present petitions containing the 
signatures of so many voters asking 
for a primary, it ought to be granted 
by law. But it isn't likely to happen. 

Our best hope is that the [»rties 
will make it easier for people to 
register their will in conventions, as 
Forbes plans to do.

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Upper Wolfsnare story 
reveals much about 
its occupants, history

The Upper Wolfsnare story will be 
told in two Kssions. This first one 
will deal mostly with the people 
involved in its beginning and the 
second one will be more on the house 
itself. 

Upper 
Wolfsnare 
Plantation, 
the home of 
the Thomas 
W a I k e 
family for 63 
years was 
built in 1759. 
It sits in the 
middle of a 
borrow pit at 
2040 Potters 
Rd. The 

of Virginia 
purchased 
the land and 
the house 
when the 
Norfolk/ 
Virginia Beach Expressway was 
being constructed. 

When the Princess Anne Historical 
Society heard that the House was 
going to be destroyed, they negotiated 
with the Virginia Department of 
Transportation and on March 22, 
1 966, the Commonwealth of Virginia 
deeded them the Old Walke House 
(Un)cr Wolfsnare Plantation) and the 
surrounding three acres of land. 

In the 1 700s, Upper Wolfsnare was 
situated on Wolfsnare Creek, which 
fed into the headwaters of the 
Lynnhaven River. The name refers 
to the wolves that used to frequent 
this part of Virginia at that time. The 
government paid a bounty for every 
wolf that was "snared." 

The first Thomas Walke, the 
emigrant, came to the Virginia Colony 
*om Baitados in 1662. In 1689, he 
married Mary Lawson, the daughter 
of Ll Col. Anthony Lawson. They 
had three children — Anthony, 
Thomas and Mary. 

Tliomas Walke Ireceived450acres 
oflandin 1689 and another 194 acres 
of land in 1693, the year also of his 
death. His will gave this 614 acres of 
land to his son, Thomas and he gave 
another plantation to his other son 
Anthony with instructions that this 



plantation be sold and money was to 
be added to the proceeds of that sale 
to buy another and better plantation. 
Fairfield Plantation was purchased 
for him and this plantation stayed in 
the Anthony Walke family for 
generations until it bumed in 1865. 
Thomas Walke II left his son, 
Anthony, "all that land and plantation 
on the eastern branch" (Eastern 
Branch of the Elizabeth River). He 
gave to his son Thomas III, his tract 
of land at the head of the Lynnhaven 
River, his land and houses in New 
Town and his smith shop with tools, 
two sloops and various quantities of 
merchandise. Old maps show that the 
tract of land at the head of the 
Lynnhaven River was on Wolfsnare 
Creek. 

He had three children — Anthony, 
Elizabeth and Thomas. Anthony 
married but had no children. 
Elizabeth's daughter married Peter 
Singleton of Pleasant Hall and 
Thomas III married Mary Anne 
Thoroughgood (widow of John 
Thoroughgood) after his first wife 
Margaret Thorowgood died after 
giving him five daughters. 

He and his family lived in a house 
in New Town while building the 
Upper Wolfsnare Plantation which 
was completed in 1 759. He died two 
years later after having accumulated 
7,000 acres of land. He was a very 
wealthy man. He left his six children 
well provided for and he was 
instrumental in building the Eastern 
ShoreChapel on Comick land nearby. 

Thomas Walke IV was the end of 
the direct line. He married Elizabeth 
Newton and they had no children. In 
March 1788, each county was asked 
toelect two delegates to attend a June 
convention in Richmond to ratify the 
Constitution. 

Tliomas Walke IV and his distant 
OHisin Rev. Anthony Walke Jr. of 
Fairfield plantation were elected. 
One-hundred-and-seventy dele^tes 
gathered and the vote for ralific Jion 
carried 89 to 79, with both Walkes 
and all of the other delegates from 
lower Tidewater among the majority. 
Thomas Walke IV died lOyears later. 
He was in his early 30's. 

In 1822, Upper Wolfsnare 
Plantation was sold to others.

From July 2 through Sept. 1, 
The Chrysler Museum of Art will 
provide the region with the rare 
opportunity to view a painting by 
Vincent Van Gogh, his "Orchard 
with Peach Blossom" of 1888. 

One of more than 200 worlu he 
produced during his IS months in 
the South of France at Aries, 
"Orchard with Peach Blossom" 
was painted during "an 
astonishing burst of creativity that 
marked the climax of his artistic 
career," inspired by what Chief 
Curator Jefferson Harrison calls 
"the dazzling light and brilliant 
colors of Provence — so different 
from the misty gray tones of 
Paris." 

"Orchard with Peach Blossom" 
is one of a group of landscapes 
with fruit trees painted by Van 
Gogh in April 1888. The vibrant 
pinks, yellows and blues are 
evoked with distinct, tight brush- 
strokes that recall the pointillist 
techniques of Georges Seurat and 
Paul Signac, whose paintings Van 
Gogh knew and admired. 

Yet Van Gogh's method of 
painting is far more open and 
energetic, directly reflecting the 
artist's intense emotion. It was 
also during this period in Aries 
that Van Gogh, shaken by a 
quarrel with Paul Gauguin, 
suffered the flrst of several bouts 
of madness that ultimately led to 
his suicide in July 1890. 

Van Gogh's "Orchard with 
Peach Blossom" will be displayed 
in the Impressionist Skylight 
Gallery, where it will serve as a 
counterpoint to the Museum's 
works by Alfred Sisley, Claude 
Monet, Paul Gauguin and Paul 
Signac.

Medieval re-enactors share love 
of heraldry with young enthusiasts 



Lynnhaven House 
hosts exploration 
of Middle Ages

Some might find fighting in 
Medieval costumes in 90-degrec 
weather a bit preposterous. But 
don't tell that to Joel Thompson, 
also known as King Ragnar the 
Red of the Kingdom of Rylaid. 

He was one of many blights in 
shining armor at the Lynnhaven 
House last weekend for the 
Medieval Faire — a day of sword 
fighting, armor making, leather 
crafting, herb lore, heraldry, 
games and more. 

Members of the Virginia 
Medieval Arts Association and 
Tidewater Medievalists joined 
forces for the event. 

"Both of us have the same 
cause, which is to deep alive 
history of the Middle Ages 
through re-enactments like this," 
said Thompson, a member of the 
Virginia Medieval Arts 
Association. 

The event was geared toward 
children, who had a chance to 
participate in a battle against the 
enemy with swords and shields. 

"They're learning, among other 
things, the crafts and arts and how 
they did things the old way." 
Thompson explained. "And, of 
course, they're learning the ways 
of chivalry and that all of its 
modem-day effects has its roots in 
Middle Ages." 

Behind Thompson, two men 
clad in Medieval regalia — one 
in red and one in blue — were 
staging a flght on the lawn. 

He described their outfits, 
noting their historic likeness. 

"They're wearing some armour 
on which is chain mail to keep 
them from getting sliced, and if 
you look closely, they have some 
plate armor on as well. 

"At the moment, the man in 
blue is fighting with the two- 
handed great sword, which is 
nice, because his opponent if 
Fighting with a pole axe — which 
is as it souikIs — an axe on Uie 
end of a pole. It is also a two- 
handed weapm. aid it's good to

be fighting against that sword 
because of the reach." 

As the men battled each other, 
swinging and clanging, grunting 
and shouting, children gathered 
around the cordoned off area, 
cheering and pointing. 

Thompson said the groups had 
several types of weapons and 
armor on hand for them to see: "a 
multitude of axes"; hammers 
made of wood; maces; and, a 
flail, which is a "hunk of metal on 
a hunk of chain on a piece of 
stick," and is used in combat 
against a shield. 

Thompson said he and the other 
Medievalists do the re- 
enactments for a variety of 
reasons. 

"It's a lot of fun, but all of us 
are interested in the history of it," 
he noted. "We like to get together

when we can and educate the 
public. It's a hobby as well. All 
the equipment you see — all the 
costumes — we made them and 
all the crafts and the tents. 

Angel Reyes, who represents 
the Kingdom of Cornucopia, a 
group under King Alfonse X from 
1273 Spain, was also present at 
the fair. 

He welcomed all the children 
into the battle ring and handed 
each of them a weapon. 

He also told the watchful 
parents not to fear, there would be 
no injuries. The swords they were 
using had rounded tips. 

The children were instructed to 
form a horizontal line and keep 
their weapons touching the ground 
until they were ready to su-ike the 
enemy. 

He Uien pointed out the enemy, 
consisting of re-enactment 
members standing behind him. 

After a bit of insuuction, the 
little warriors made their charge 
and successfully beat their 
outnumbered enemy, chasing one 
warrior clear to the other side of 
the grounds through the sei-up of 
tents and wares. 

Reyes, who is Puerto Rican and 
a member of a third re-enacunent 
group, said he enjoys what he 
does. 

It's an opportunity for him to 
learn more about his Hispanic 
roots and to share them with other 
people. 

"The second reason, which is 
most important, is for the fun of 
living, to escape the world of 
Monday through Friday and the 
rat race." 

When they're not performing in 
fairs like the one held last 
weekend, the groups also perform 
free of charge at schools, 
churches and for charity groups. 
They talk about the history of the 
Middle Ages and bring the 
ancient weapons, often giving 
demonstrations. 

The Virginia Medieval Arts 
Association meets every Sunday 
from noon - 4 p.m. on the groimds of 
the Lynnhaven House, where they 
make candles, herbs, practice 
fighting and hold meetings.

"I had to save a kid yesterday," 
she said calmly, shrugging her 
shoulders. "He thought he could 
swim, and he just walked to the 
five-feet-deep end and jumped in " 
She knew he was in trouble when 
she saw him waving his arms 
around, "so I just jumped in and 
saved him." 

While working as a 

lifeguard has its close calls and 
exciting moments, it can also get 
boring, the girls added. But life on 
the blueberry farm never does, 
according to ThompKMi. 

"I like the variety of work, it's 
never the same routine," he said. 
Tve put up bird netting over the 
blueberries, and that's a rare thing, " 
he said, referring to overhead nets 
designed to keep birds from eating 
the fruit. "Very few people have 
ever even teard of thstt." 

Thompson's also learned a lot 
about fish, and he and die other kids 
who wctfk at the farm have learned 
about human nature, too, accraxiing 
to owner Juanita Bums. 

"We expect them to smile at the 
customos," Bums said. "One of the 
things they learn is to smile at a 
grouchy customer in 100-degrce 
weather." 

Tte flip side, she said, is that 
"we won't allow anyone to abuse 
our young people." That's seldom a 
problem with tlw locals and tourists 
who come to fish or pick 
blueberri^, Ihii Bums said she's had 
to iniCTveite a a)uple of times when 
an irate customer tried to verlMilly 
bully die kids. 

Bums has also occasionally had 
"to let a kid go" but she says that 
doesn't happen often either. The 
trick to finding good employes, 
she said is to start at a young age 
teaching them "good work ethics, 
reliability and dependability." 

The kids at Pungo Bluebemcs 
perform a variety of chwes, from 
parking customers to picking 
blueberries. Scmt of them are as 
yomg as 12, and Bums said that it 
takes a certain amount of pittience 
to train tton. 

"I tell them TU toleate miaak^, 
if theyll just come to me and tell 
me when they thing they've made a 
mistake," she aud. "But 1 also tell 
Uwm that I wm't tderate lying." 

Bums, who was herself mseA oa 
a ten, said ^ai. oiddoor «tvfc isn't 
f« everybody, ^he nks to weed 
<Mt the kids who dfuCx rodly want 
to do it b^:^fei if they ven't 
enUiusiastic at first they're not 
g(Hi% to be My more oAraetk

she added 

"During the interview, I can 
usually tell the ones who want to 
work firom die ones ■whose, parents 
want them to work," she said. 
When (Hie young girl quit after only 
a few days "I told her mother not to 
be down on her, because diis just 
isn't everybody's cup of tea. And, 
we're careful not to overwork them, 
and to make sure diey take breaks." 

But, die kids who like it keep 
coming tack every summer, even 
after they start to outgrow die n^d 
for a summer job. 

"We have one student who's a 
sophomore in college who comes 
back every summer," she said. 
That student, who plans to become 
a pharmacist, now works in a 
summer job that's related to her 
studies "but ^lell come here even 
after working 40 hours a wedc on 
ho- other job and ask if we have any 
work she can do." 

Bums is always ha|^ to furnish 
letters of recommendatitxi wten the 
kids are ready to move on to <xher 
jobs. She said prospective 
employers seem to hokl fam wcMt 



in high regard, because most of the 
kids have gotten tfte jobs they were 
seeking. 

Traub said that his job's 
triggered an interest in an career in 
recreation (v another outdoor field. 
"I don't know if I'll stick with this 
j<* « no, Iwt it's good experience 
to have.' he said. "And 1 might go 
into parks and recreation." 

Thompson, who will be 
attending Virginia Tech this fall, 
said he mi^ stwly architecture. He 
doubts if his summer job on the 
farm will ever be a stepping-stone 
toacaieer. 

"This is an experience, 
something to do when you're 
young.' he said. 

In tfc meantime. Bums says die 
expects he'll be around for a few 
aimmers yet, and his 14-yc^-old 
sister, Jessica, is now working at 
thefrvm. 

"We fiiKi that young people make 
excellent cfliployecs if you start 
titem die right way and leach them 
young" she said.

The doctor Ts in: local 
vet tends to furry friends

Dr. Leonard Scarr, the longest 
practicing veterinarian in all of 
South Hampton Roads, serves 
pets in his full-service veterinary 
hospital at 2216 County Street in 
Portsmouth as he has ever since 
1957. 

Thirty-nine years of experience 
serving approximately 200.000 
animals over the years have given 
the doctor a wide perspective on 
their care. Originally from New 
Jersey and educated in 
Minnesota, he has been blessed 
with a love for animals since 
childhood. 

Even now with 39 years as a 
solo practitioner, he works in 
excess of 55 hours a week. 

During a moment in the 
workday between operations and 
office visits, he considered some 
of the medical changes that have 
occurred over the years in animal 
care, particularly those related to 
laws and the education of pet 
owners. 

"We don't see as many car 
accidents because of the leash 
laws," he said. "Vaccinations 
have cut down on contagious 
diseases." 

Scarr is thankful for better 
animal care education which 
means better prevention. "Heart 
worms are not as prevalent," he 
said. "There is a drug for the 
prevention of heart worms." 

Ruby V. Bates, who waited in 
the office while a friend brought a 
cat in for treatment, recalled her 
own mixed German shepherd dog 
named Lady which had died a 
few years ago at the age of 18. 

She has a special feeling for Dr. 
Scarr and his medical abilities 
with all animals because of his 
ucatment of Lady. 

"We feel that he does the most 
for them," she said. 

Adolph Salomon, who had 
brought in a diabetic cat, 
explained that he has been a 
long-standing client for about 30 
or 35 years, having brought in 
other pets over the years. 



"He's given me good service," 
he said of the doctor. "He's a good 
doctor." 

On a recent tour of his hospital 
led by his wife Paula, who serves 
as her husband's office manager, 
she displayed the kennel with 
room enough for 100 animals but 
typically not holding more than 
25 or 30. the enclosed runways, 
the specially-constructed tub for 
bathing and dipping animals, the 
drying cages equipped with blow 
dryers, the tanks for disinfecting 
the water bowls, the feeding 
stations, the grooming table and 
the walk-on scale. 

The veterinarian who 
specializes in the care of dogs 
and cats still offers pets a 
thorough program of medical care 
that includes vaccinations, 
wormings, dental work and annual 
physical exams. After diagnostic 
procedures that include the use of 
his own X-ray department and 
laboratory, he is able to perform 
any needed surgical procedures in 
his own operating room. 

Scarr also dispenses 
medications from his fully- 
stocked pharmacy for pets needs 
and continues to keep his hospital 
certified as a Small Animal 
Health Nuuition Center, from 
which to dispense Science Diet 
and Prescription foods. 

Pet supplies are also available 
at his hospital including dog and 
cat food, special diet foods, 
vitamins, products for fleas and 
tick control. 

If you are going out of town you 
can trust your animals to be safe 
in his kennel with space for 
approximately 100 dogs and cats. 

The Scarr Animal Hospital is 
open 7:30 a.m. - 6 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and 7:30 a.m. to 
2:00 p.m. on Saturday. Office 
hours are by appointment during 
the hours of 10 a.m. - noon and 4 
p.m. - 6 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, and on Saturday from 9 
a.m. - noon.

Talk about a man who knows 
his product! 

John van Kampen, the world's 
champion chain saw handler and 
four times a Dutch champion 
logger, was among a recent tour 
group of Stihl dealers from the 
Netherlands visiting the Stihl 
plant in Virginia Beach. 

Just like the rest of the group, 
he was right there watching the 
workers on the line who were 
busily assembling the machinery 
that goes into so many shops and 
garages around the world. But van 
Kampen already knew quite a bit 
about their chain saws because he 
has worked with them since 1984. 

At 6-feet-6-inches tall (2 
meters), the giant of a man whose 
picture is in all the Netherlands 
Stihl dealers' shops, knows his 
away around a chain saw. 
Amazingly he. himself, did not 
become a Stihl dealer until about 
a year ago. 

At that time a company director 
asked him to become a dealer 
because he realized that van 
Kampen had a special way with 
chain saws. 

"I know what I am doing," he 
said. "Sometinnes that could be a 
problem with other dealers." 

Due to a tight job market in 
Europe, Kampen became a logger 
after finishing his education and 
traveled to a variety of places to 
And work. He and his wife. Joke 
(pronounced "Yoka"), were 
logging away in Russia in 1991 
during the coup there. 

Joke, who works part-lime as a 
secretary for another company but 
fills in for her husband when he 
must be out of town, was also 
present for the Stihl tour. She and 
John exchanged smiles as John 
told her, "We made history then." 

Joke added that when their 



small daughter saw John on the 
television as the world champion, 
she was so thrilled, she said "My 
daddy is the biggest and my 
daddy is the best." 

John thought of his multiple 
championships and could not help 
saying. "It feels a bit not real. 
You just want to compete in the 
world championship. You always 
want to do your best and if it goes 
well maybe you get to be the 
world champion." 

In addition to the logging 
championships and the shop, van 
Kampen also runs a logging 
business with a partner. But this 
spring was a difficult time for him 
because his business partner in 
the logging corporation was ill. "I 
had to rely on the people who 
work with me." he said. "It was 
hard on everybody and they 
supported us." 

"We host dealer groups that 
come from all over the world that 
want to visit this plant," said 
Laura Zambardi. a public 
relations employee of the 
company. 

She was very proud of 
champion van Kampen's presence 
at the plant. 

"We feel very strongly that our 
products are not toys, they are 
tools that need the back up 
servicing and instruction of the 
dealers," she said. "Stihl looks for 
people who understand chain 
saws." 

Another Dutch visitor was Anita 
De Roost, secretary of Mr. 
Badhiche, general manager for 
the company in Belgium, 
Holland, and Luxemburg. "We 
don't make any machines," she 
explained. "We are just a 
distribution site for those three 
countries." 

Stihl also produces power tools, 
blowers and brush cutters and 
trimmers as well as chain saws.

Do you like to laugh? To tap 
your foot vigorously to infectious 
rhytitm? If not, then, as one of 
Louis Jordan's songs said, "Jack, 
you're dead!" 

"Five Guys Named Moe," now 
showing at Dominion Theater, 
originated in London and later 
played Broadway, not as Jordan's 
bio, but as a vehicle to present 29 
of his hits. Although Jordan's 
name is on the sheet music to a 
few songs as writer, composing 
was secondary; he was a good 
alto saxman who sang and 
entertained almost in a class by 
himself. He was the "King of 
Jump" (rhythm and blues), and 
could be called the "Grandaddy of 
Rock." Ask Chuck Berry or Bill 
Haley. \ 

As an aspiring young singer, I 
made it my business to see in 
person as many greats as 
possible: Sinatra. Tom Jones, 
Belafonte. Garland, Ethel Waters, 
Peggy Lee, Nancy Wilson, Jon 
Hendricks, Nat Cole. Chevalier. 
Armstrong. Sammy Davis. Not 
one had die stage charisma that 
Jordan did when I saw him at The 
Apollo. 

Hence, I expected a great deal 
of this cast, and I was not let 
down. I thought they were the 
original cast and was later 
flabbergasted to find they are 
locals! 

Arriving early, 1 normally would 
have read the program, but Jordan 
recordings being played were too 
engrossing. 

The performers each have every 
move, gesture, and facial 
expression polished to a rare 
degree, thanks to choreographer 
Derrick Williams ("Eat Moe"), 
director Gary Spell and others. 
Williams also sang and danced 
well. 

The costumes and sets are 
excellent. The casting director hit 
the jackpot in finding Royzell 
Dillard (6-fcet- 5 -inches and 
portly) to play Big Moe, 
contrasted with Dcon Ridley (5- 
feet-4-inches and 140 pounds) as 
Little Moe. The jair perform with 
show-stoRjing authority, which is 
amazing considering U»at Ridley 
is just 16! 

This diminutive Nipsey Russell 
lookalike is a pupil at Maury 
High who seems destined for

stardom. He has already studied 
at the Alvin Ailey Dance Theater 
in New York. Ridley's every move 
radiates that extra measure of 
energy, electricity, and 
excitement that add up .to 
charisma! He turned a flip early 
in the show, and his tap dancing 
brought memories of such greats 
as Coles and Atkins. Ridley was 
featured on "Saturday Night Fish 
Fry" and "Choo Choo Ch'boogie." 

Big Moe was winsome in his 
singalong on "Caldonia" and 
during the hilarious "Beware, 
Brother, Beware." The latter set 
up Four-eyed Moe (Michael 
LeMelle) for the song's sequel, 
"Look Out. Sister," in which he 
sparkled during the audience 
participation. 

Also hilarious were "Pettin" and 
Pokin" and "Safe. Sane and 
Single." But if you're politically 
correct, please heed the 
admonition of the ultra liberal 
Dennis Miller: "Lighten up! " 

Gregg Wooding (No Moe). who 
will race in the 1997 Boston 
Marathon, was excellent singing 
"Messy Bessy," "Let The Good 
Times Roll" and "Reet, Petite 
and Gone." 

One guy was not named Moe. 
Tracy Peele from Ahoskie played 
the central character, Nomax. 
This was mainly an acting role, 
which he carried off with aplomb, 
and te sang well on two a>los.
